The laft Occafion of Pain we obferved, was 
that which might be owing to the too great Heat 
and Sharpuefs of the Medicine, difcovered by the Pa~ 
tient’s long continued Complaint after, of Burning, 
Smart and great Throbbing therein, by the angry 
Afpect of the Ulcer at the next Opening, with Indi- 
geftion, Gleet or ill+conditioned Matter, flowing in the 
Room of a well concotted Pus. : ‘ 

When the Cafe is thus, you are to confider if 
you ‘have not too early began to deterge or cica- 
tvize, before you are well digefted ;. for that is the 


ready way to procure this Difturbance in the

if you find that either your Digeffive) or Mundi- 


| ficative be too hot, fharp or pungent, ‘let the 


fame be changed for one more mild and gentle, . 
leaving off whatever is like to inflame or aggra- 
vate the Malady, and drefling up with Lenients; — 
fill obferving, as we have hinted before, that —

We now fhall obferve the Zutemperies, Cold and 
Moift, and which accompanies other particular, 
Ulcers, which are moft commonly. met within the - 


corpulent and. phlegmatic Conftitutions, or in thofe 
difpofed to Aydropic Diftempers, attended with 
_lefs Pain, as of a duller Senfe, with a wan or 
pale Complexion, fometimes pitting round abour, 
and abounding with’crude Serofity, inftead of a 
rightly tempered. Matter; which muft be treated 
ina quite different Method from the former, not 
only applying fome Decoction cf the hot Plants, 
as the Herba Abfinth, Centaur. Hyperic. Flor, Cha- 


momel. Fol; Laur, Rovifmar. or the like, with an 


- Elixivium. of Wood-Afhes boiled in the fame, as 
a Fomentation, ufed with hot Flannels exprefled; 
bur alfo ftronger Remedies to the Ulcer it felf, 
as the Balfam. and fometimes the OJ. Terebinth, 
with the Digeftive; the Pracipit. Rub. alfo not on- 
ly.here, but efpecially with the Deterfives. The 
Sarcotics and Hpulotics muft likewife at thefe 
Times: be of the ftronger fort; whilft, contrary 
to the former, the Diet is to confift of what is 
 exiccating and attenuating, fuch as we have be- 
fore directed in the Oedema and Anafarca: And 
laftly, the Bandage muft be carried.with a ftritt- 
er Hand, whereby to exprefs the Influx, and 
{trengthen the relaxed Fibres.

A Gentlewoman, middle aged, of a thin -fcor= 


_ butic Habit, often fubjec&t to an Eryfpelas, upon 


one or other part of her Body, was, by way of 
Prevention, inftead of correcting the dilious or 
hot and acrid Salts in her Blood, advifed to have 
a Fontanel in her Arm; which, by fome Preten-" . 
der to Surgery, was made too much inwards‘on 
the Body of the Biceps, rather than in the Inter- 
ftice, between that and the Delroides, as it ought. 
Whence immediately enfued great Fluxion with In- 
flammation ; the Uker being fo exceffive painful, that’ 
after few Days they were glad to throw out the 
Pea, and endeavour to heal it up again: Bur, 
proceeding irregularly, in attempting to czcatrize 
before Digeftion, and falling fill into ill Hands, 
the Arm {welled up, and the User continuing on= 
ly gleeting, with extream Pain, the poor Woman 
could get no reft either Night or Day. ne 

Whea fhe had paffed thus thro’ feveral Hands, 
for many Weeks, and apprehending Danger from | 
her Arm, which fome told her muft be cut off, 
fhe came to me; who, viewing the Limb, per- — 
ceived a Sordes on the bottom of a large Ulcer, 
which, from the compafs of ‘the Ifue at firft — 
made, was now fpread to the Circumference of a 
Crown-piece, with feveral other ferpiginous Ulce- 
rations round about; in fome of which the Flefh_ 
appeared as it were worm-eaten, with the Edges 


hard and painful, to that degree, that fhe could 


not f{uffer even the fineft or fofteft Rag, much 
lefs an armed Probe, to be laid on, in order to

I told 
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~ I told her plainly I could do her no fervice, 
without internal Medicine, that might cor- 
rect the ill State of her Blood, of which I found 
- fhe had no Notion, unlefs by the way of Purgizg, 
which, fhe faid, the had taken twenty times, and 
was always worfe after them; and truly there 


was lefs likelihood it fhould be otherwife, fince, — 


by what I could gather, they were generally fuch, 
as by their Heat and Acrimony excited frefh Di~ 
fturbance in the Humours of her Blood, inftead 
of carrying off or leffening the Matter therein 
offending, fupplying a Ferment rather to the 
Difeafe.

out very great Uneafinefs, and as great Com- 
plaining: The Pracpitate, either by it felf light- 
ly ftrewed on, or mixed with the Digeflive, which 
ufually avails beyond all others, doing nothing 
here; the Ulcer lying ftill crude, with its Svrdes 
flicking faft, notwith{tanding all Endeavours. So

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that, fufpecting fome fecret Taint or latent’ Ve- 
nom of another fort, T had Thoughts of raifing’ 
a gentle Pryalifm to fubdue the fame: before

At the time appointed I took off my Pledget 
from the large Ulcer, and, as I obferved before 
the Gleet to be’ much leffened, I now found the: 
Sordes beginning to feparate, fome of which came 
of with the Digeftion upon the Pledget ; fo that, 
drefling again as before, and continuing it for the’ 
fame time, (a Hint I had taken long before from 
Mr. Wifeman) at the next Opening, the remain- 
ing came away ina thick Slough, leaving the Ulcer 
well mundified, or cleanfed : Yer withal ftill fo ve- 
ry painful, that we were forced to corre& the ve- 
ry Air, at the Times of Dreffing, with a Pan of 
live Coals, it being feveral Hours before fhe 
could iit, ftand, or hie fill afterwards.

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The fourth Day from the firft Dofe fhe repeat- 
ed: the Zurpeth. which, as before, firained her 
/ much in Vomiting; but with that Relief to her 
Arm, as made her fufficient amends: For the U/- 
cer kept clean, and grew lefs tender, the bottom 
beginning to incarn upon the Membrane, : lying 
bare or in view; the Lips or Edges fofter, and 
the Serpigines better conditioned, skinning over in 
fome places from this Dreffing. If we had not 
continued: getting ground, I intended to have 
proceeded, ‘at leaft to have made het Chaps fore 
with the Turpeth. Min. which I gave her at like 
diftance ‘from the fecond Dofe, a third Time, 
keeping her all this while to a Sarfa Diet-Drink ; 
by which the Difeafe was fo conquered, that, 
having incarned, we were in hopes toon after to 
cicatrize the fame ; the little ones, which appear- 
ed worm-eaten, being’in a mannet healed up | 
fmooth: But ftill 1 perceived the large Ulcér fo’ 
truly dfepolutic, or difficulc to skin over firmly, 
without cracking, that I much répented I had 
not taken the Opportunity of purfuing her Spit- 
ting when her Gums began to fwell ; in the place 
whereof I kept her to an alterative EleQuary, with 
the Zthiop. Mineral. prefcribed as follows, and 
a Draught of her Diet-Drink upon the fame.

known others which have proved exceeding pain- 
ful, and troublefome to get whole again) upon a 
proper Place in the fame Subjed, it 1s queftiona- 
ble if it could have been continued, as may be 
inferred from the other corrofive, malign, and 
cancerous-like Exulcerations round about: For 
fubduing which, all the mildeft Digeftives and 
Deterfives with Lenients, as the: Baflicon with 
the Pracip. the Unguent. Tutia, Diapompb. even my 
Cerate it felf, the beft contrived Remedy, one of 
them in the Univerfe, and which has. rarely 
failed me, proved ineffe&ual, ‘till a powerful 
Shock was given, or a ftrong Revulfion made. by. 
the Emetic, or mercurial Vomit. A light Scratch 
upon her Hand, (’tis ftrange thar, thence fhe 
fhould admit a Cut upon her Arm) having foiled, 
fhe told me, fifteen Years before, a noted Practi- 
tioner, fince dead.

W e have already taken Notice, that during of putrid 
Indigeftion, as well from Wounds as Ulcers, there Ulcers, 
flows aferous or watery Humour, by Praétition- 7%? 4 Cold 
ers called: Zchor ; but’ in this particular one, by ses 
yeafon of the PutrifaGtion attending, there is 
farther engendered, as well at the fides, as the 
bottom, a’ more. thick and vifcid: one, named 
Sordes; wherein, through the ill Temper of the 
Blood, and the Degeneracy of the nutritive Juice, 
or by réafon of fome cold and greafy Applica- 
tion, the fame ftill difpofing thereunto, the Fleth 
is as it were tainted or corrupted, and turned 
into a fort of Putrilage, or cadaverous Rottennefs, 
which appears by its Infenfibility, its pale and 
fometimes livid Complexion, with a fort of Pap- 
pinefs, inftead of the former Callofity about the 
edges, and rotten Sloughs at the bottom; which ° 
Defcription may ferve for the Signs Diaguoftic. 

And as for the Proguoftic, we cannot fay that 
thefe Ulcers are ever abfolutely free from Dan- 
ger, by reafon of the infirm Heat round about, 

‘and fometimes its Extinétion that renders them, 
though lefs Painful, yet more liable to Gangrene 
and Mortification, which in corpulent Bodies, and 
efpecially Aydropical, as we have before obferved, 
they are exceeding prone to, unlefs great Dili- . 
- gence is ufed to prevent them. In the Cure there-

mours in their Blood, that are moft liable to 
thofe Putrid Ulcers: Alfo where the Heats weak,. 
by an oyer Corpulencys:or much Fat, contracted 
by Luxury, Sloth or Idlenefs, too much indule~ 
ing Sleep;:and ufing no fort of Exercife. Or . 
where fuch Heat is weakened and overcome by 
the drinking of {pirituous Liquors. Laftly, when 
the nutritious Juices are foured, or otherwife vie 
tiated, tainted or corrupted by fome chronteSick- _ 
nefs, as the Gout, Scurvy, Pox, Dropfy,» &c.-with- 
out mending which Habits of Body, by fubdu- 
ing ‘the Cachexy with proper fpecific Aiteratives, 
it will be dificult, as I obferved but now, to 
pain upon thefe Ulcers, either by laying a good

you muft take care you afe never wanting of a_ 


warm difcutient Fomentation, like what we have 
at the begitining dire@ted for the Phlegmon, tend- 
‘ing to a Sphacelus; with which the Ulcer muft be 
diligently ftuphed with hot Flannel. for half. an 
Hour. “And if by fuch means the Sordes loofens, 
and the PutrifaGtion.is checked, you are to pro- 
‘ceed till your Uler is well mundified, and that 
the Flefh underneath regains its natural Colour : 
When leaving off your Pracip. thus ftrewed by 
it felf, and mixing it ftill more fparingly with

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your farcotic Ung. you may incarn, as in other Ul- 
cers, with a moift Intemperies, we have already 
directed, But if, notwithftanding your former — 
Applications, the putrid Muvies ftill encreafeth, 
and the Sordes thickens in the Ulcer, you, muft 
add to your Digeftive, the O/. Terebiuth, it felf, or 
the Tincture of Myrrh and -Aloes, more or lefs, 
as the Senfe of the Part will allow, and the De- 
gree of Rottennefs fhall require ; which proving 
ftill infufficient to ftop the Progrefs, it will be- 
hove you to'fcarify, or cut into the Fleth all round, 
fo deep as to fetch Blood, carefully avoiding the 
Tendons and Blood-Veffels, and to fill up your 
Scarifications, together with the reft of the U/- — 
cer, with Doflils dipped in the fcalding hor Mix- 
ture aforefaid: ‘Then laying on a Pledget fuired 
to the Compafs of the Ulcer, armed with the Uxg. 
figyptiacum, which is. an admirable good Medi- 
cine in thefe Cafes, and proceeding as in the 
Phlegmon tending to a Gangrene, we have advifed: 
Thefe failing, and the Pare mortifying, Ampu- 
tation, as in thofe defperate Cafes, is the laft Re- 
medy, if the fame is practicable. But when by — 
the more powerful, whether Digeftive or Deter- 
five, you may have put a ftop to the Progrefs, 
the rotten Sloughs now feparating, and the Flefh 
of its natural Colour, beginning to appear un- 
derneath ; your Pracipitate cither by it felf, or 
mixed with the Bafiicon and Liniment, as the 
fame ‘fhail require to be mundified or deterged, — 
{pread upon the Doffils or Pledgets, and dipped 
in the warm Balfam. Terebinth. may probably com= — 

-pafs your Defign; at leaft you muft obferve this 
for'a ftanding Rule, that as the Ulcer becomes — 
cleaner and more fenfible, you muft gradually lay —

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mean of the Uker; ‘for by purfuing the ftronger 
Medicines, when the Sore is clean, and the pu- 

trid Flefh removed, you will only inflame and 
aggravate the Difeafe. 

The Uker being deterged, there is now room for 
your Sarcotic:, which are here alfo required to 
be of the dryer fort, asthe Pulv. Myrr. Aloes, Sar- 
cocol, mixed along with your milder Digeftive, or 
with more or lefs of the Pracipitate, as you fhall 
find occafion. 

Your Incarnation alfo being thus compleated, 
there remains now only a Cicatrix to be thereon 
induced, which is to be brought about by Epulo- 
tics of the more deficcative kind, as we have 
before recommended for Ulcers abounding with 
great Humidity. | 

As our Jaft Hiftory by way of Example was 
taken from an Ulcer, the Confequence of an J/Jue 
made unadvifedly, and injudicioufly in a hot and 
dry Habit, fo the following will thew you the 
ill Effeéts of another, in a phlegmatic, or cold and 
moift one; both which fhould caution you, how

made fuitably enough inregard of irs Situation, yet ~

ly brought on fuch a Flux of afharp Ichor, and — 


fo inlarged the intended Boundaries thereof, that, 


inftead of Ove, it was capable of admicting half — 


a Doxen large Peas, the Fieth. about inftantly cer- 
rupting and growing ftill more rotten: Upon 


which, finding there was no likelihood of reduc- 
ing ic to the purpofe intended, a Surgeon was cal- 


led. in, if poffible, to repair the Breach, who 
prudently threw out the Peas, and endeavoured 
to digeft. the Ulcer, (by the way, I think this 
might be fo called a Day or two after it-had been 
a Wouad) yet in vain;-fo that after. about three 
Weeks, was confulted; and difcovered, I can- 


not fo properly fay a Mortification, as a rotten — 
putrid Ulcer, the compafs of a Palm, with a | 


gangrenous Difpofition round about, from whofe 
feveral Vefications, together with the Glect from 
the Ulcer it felf, the Bolfter and Bandage came 
off wet, as 1f foaked in. a bloody. Water. all 
Night. 1 
_ Taking off the Dreffings, to prevent the im- 
pending Danger, limmiediately cut through the 


-yotten Fleth, more than an-Inch deep. all round, 


in feveral places, till the Blood appeared. Had 
not the Limb. been naturally very large, and 


~ now much encreafed by the Tumefacion, I fhould 


have 
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have been cautious of going fo deep with my 
Knife upon a Parr where the crural Artery makes 
its Defcent; but. having done this, I ordered a 
ftrong 4xiviate Fomentation, the Surgeon had got 
ready, to be made boiling hot, toa Quart of 
which I poured four Ounces of the camphorated 
Spirits, fetting them at work to exprefs the Stuphs, 
and apply all round the Limb, repeating them as 
they grew cold, for half an Hour: In the mean 
time, a Panniken being brought, I diredted 
an Ounce of Liniment. Arcai to be melted down 
with two Drams of the Ol.

In regard to her {welled Legs, I would have re-. 
commended the ftreight Stockings, but, by reafon 
of an Ahjftma that attended, I thought it. by no 
means fafe to fupprefs the Humours there, for 
fear of returning them upon her Breaft, which 
was likely to be of worfe Confequence; fo that, 
direéting only a drying Diet, I.chofe rather to let 
them take their natural Tendency to thefe de- 
pending Parts, than chat the Lungs fhould be 
thereby farther obftructed :, Neither durft I re-.

Of the Corrofive Uicer. 


T He next we thall obferve, is the corrofive or of Corro- 
eating Ulcer, of which there are diverfe forts, of five Ulcers. 
as many Appellations or Denominations, accord- 
ing to the differing Degrees of Virulency in the 
Humour, and the different Parts they prey upon: 
Thus, where the Skin only is affected, it is term- 
ed Serpigo, from ferpo, to creep along; but when 
the Flefh underneath is alfo concerned, it is then 
named Herpes exedens, of which we have'given an 
Account in our Treatife de Morbis Cutanéis. Where 
the Corrofion is {till deeper, it is called Phagadana, 
Noma, & Ulcus depafcens, being Terms borrowed 
from its eating or devouring Faculty, as we have 
before obferved: And thefe are they which in 
general may be named Cacoethic, as then we told 
you, with the Reafon why fo denominated, 4. e. 
trom their evil and perverfe Difpofition. 

Dr. Read diftinguitheth the principal of thefe, 
viz Nomaand Phagadana, thus, the firft having 
Putrifattion adjoined, but no Tumour; the latter,

likewife taken notice of this Diftincion, .but hav- 
ing already defcribed the Putrid Ulcer, from what 
follows, in that of the Ukus corrofivum, proper 
Hints may be gathered by the Surgeon, show to 
treat the former, I mean the Putrid, when\at.any 
time accompanied with great Erofion. steel 
An the-Cure now of this corrofive and eating 
Ulcer, a very great Regard, if not the chief, is to

of its: Malignity ; as whether the Bile fimply of- 
fends, or. that the fame, by.a farther Degeneracy 
into a fort of 44s Virid. or what the Antents cal- 
led Atra Bilis, has contraGed this Predatory, and 
as it were avfenical Property: As again it may be 
neceflary to reflect, whether fome Malignity, or 
Poifon from without, being got into the Blood,

Hippocrates enjoined ,his Patients Bread. and 
Water at thefe.times; but I fear fome of ours 
would think themfelves. undone, if they had not 
Flefh and Wine allowed them. 

Whilft this Abftinence is’ purfued, the Artift 
muft endeavour to check the {preading of the U/- 
cer, by fome futable, Application, mixed always 
with his Digeftive, the Pracp. Rub. ey ftrewing it 
upon the fides and bottom thereof; which is, I 
think, beyond moft others, ferviceable, not only 
to corre& the Putrifaétion, but top the Erofion or 
Spreading of the fame: If the Ulcer fubmits noe 
hereunto, rather ftill encreafing, you muft not only 
repeat. your Purgation, but give Calom, over-night 
between whiles, purging it off next merning with 
your former cathartic Medicine ; and, for correcting 
the Virulency of the Humour, you may prefcribe 
fome proper Alterative, as the Athiop. and Bezo- 
avd. Min, likewife the Antim. Diaph. or the Cerufe 
thereof; which, if kept to conftantly, according 
to fome celebrated Authors, is able to fubdue the 
moft inveterate Ulcers, and difpofe them for heal- 
ing, But indeed, as to this, I muftown that I 
have given. formerly large Quantities of thefe 
Preparations, without any. manner.of advantage 
from their Ufe; whether or no the Difappoint- 
ment might not partly arife from the vile Practice 
of the Chymifts, in adulterating the Medicine, I 
cannot fay. | 

With thefe are prefcribed a DecoGion of. the 
Woods. in the nature of. a Diet, particularly the 
Savfapar. China Saffaf. Sautal. cum Raf. CC. O 
Eboris ; and in grofs phlegmatic Habits, the Decoét. 
Lign;, Guaj. When, if altogether prove ineftectual, 
- you muft vomit your Patient two or three times,

by which a more powerful Revulfion will be 
made, than by all other Remedies: whatfoever ;. 
and the Difeafe, which before perhaps encreafed 
under the ftrongeft digeftive or mundificative Ap- 
plication, fhall after give way to one that is more 
mild and gentle. 

There are divers Applications recommended to 
us by Authors, and in ufe among Pradtitioners, to 
overcome the corrofive Nature of thefe rebellious _ 
Ulcers, and put a ftop to their Depredation: 
Thofe I have ufed are the Lac Sublimati Corrofivi, 
and the Aqua Phagadanica ; the former, a'Solution 
of the corrofive Sublimate in fair or other fimple — 
diftilled Water; the latter in Ag. Calcis, Bj. Sfs, — 
or 47. more or lefs, to a Pint of the Waters, as — 
the Age, Sex and Temper, with the Condition

fill continued, efpecially that flabby Sarcotic, the 
Ung. Bafilicon, remarkable, above many others, 
_ for producing this luxuriant Fleth; or if any other 
is fill applied, after the Ulcer is already incarned, 
no wonder the fame fhould now fuper-abound, 
and rife above the level of the Skin; Nature be- 
ing always ready, as we have formerly noted, to 
carnify the nutritious Juices flowing to the Parts, 
if fhe is not hindered by fome more powerful 
deficcating or drying Application. 

When the Cafe fo happens, and the Fungus is 
recent, you may try your Merc. Pracipit. Rub, 
which we have io often commended, fprinkling 
thereof upon the fporgy Fleth; and if laid on 
fomewhat thick, and fuffered fo to lie for two 
Days, you will perceive the fame turned into a 
Slough; which, if not coming away of it felf, 
may be clipped off with your Sciflars, or raifed 
by the end of your Spatula, that you may ftrew 
-on more, before the Fleth grows up again under- 
neath: And thus daily, or every other day, pro- 

_ ceeding till itis reduced ; when laying ona Pledgee 
of dry Lint. or lightly rubbing the fuperficies 
with the Alum or Vitriol Stones, as were directed 
for the Uker with a moift Latemperies, you are to 
skin it over.

Alfo the Calx Viva is a good Remedy at thefe 
times, and ftill more powerful when made into a 
Pafte, with the Lixivium Capit. ‘The ftrongeft is - 
the Lapis Infern. prepared, as formerly fhewn, out 
of the faid Lixétvium. 

‘Lhe corrofive Sublimate, and the feveral Arfenics, 
I have no opinion of; and therefore cannot re- 
eommend them, for Reafons formerly obferved. 

For this purpofe alfo, there are many prepared 
Liats, the Cloth being either dipped in fome of 
the forefaid Liquors, or /iptic Decoétions, or ina 
Solution of the a/uminous or vitriolate Salts ; after- 
wards hung up to dry, and then fcraped out in- 
to Lint; or the Liut it felf fteeped therein, and 
dried for Ufe.

Cloth worn fit for the purpofe, and diflolving 
about a Dram of the Roman Vitriol, called by the 
Surgeous Lapis Cale/lis, in four Ounces of {pring 
Water, have thoroughly wetted them ;therein, 
and, gently expreffling the Liquor, hung them up 
in the fhade to dry, after, as I had occafion, 
{craping them out into Liut. 
_ But obferve in the ufe of thefe fharp and bit- 
ing Medicines, you muft at all times regard your 
Patient's Age, Sex, and Habit of Body, for that 
Remedy which is but mildly deterfve in fome ruttic 
Bodies, will be found a Catheretic in young In- 
fants and Children; where the gentleft allio of 
thefe laft, will prove here an Efcharotic or Cau- 
ftic; but to proceed. :

Part, which fhould be turned into, Matter, or 
converted into new Fleth, being, by thofe means 
ftopped abour, the fides and brim of .the Ukr, 
induraté thereupon, and, having more of the fame 
fupply, ftagnating as it were round about, the 
Callofity.is increafed, and the Lips farther thick- 

ened, by which the Cure of the Uker is obftrad-

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thereof, which you may attempt by fome emolii- 
ent Decottion, as a Fomentation ; alfo by Cataplafms, 
Emplafters, ot Embrocations, the former may be pre- 
pared, ex Rad. Alth. Bryon, Lil. Fol. Alth. Malv,Ver- 
bafc. Pavietar. Mercurialis, Branc. Urfix. &c. with the 
Liquor of which after the ufe of the Fotus, a Pul- 
tis may be made by thickening with the Pulv. Flor. 
Chamom. Sambuc. Melilot. Sem. Lini ac Foeenugr. of » 
the Magma of the Decoétion being well bruifed 
and pulped, may be applied in the fame Form. 

Enplafers for this purpofe are thofe de Mucila-

But we have lefs reafon to multiply Remedies 
for this end, fince what we have formerly deli- 
vered concerning the Schirrus, may be transferred 
hither, being equally ferviceable in thefe Cafes. 

If the Callus is fo firm, hard and cicatrized. 
about the Edges, ‘that the Pores of the little 
Tubes are thereby as it were locked up, the fame 
is either to be rubbed off with a Cauftic, or cut 
away with the Knife; afterwards afreth digeft- 
ing the Ulcer with the Bafilicon and Pracipitate, 
and continuing ftill, for the farther relaxing and 
fetting open the Pores, the ufe of your emolli- 
ent Applications round about. When having re-, 
paired the loft Subftance, if there was any to fill 
up, the remaining Inequality upon the Lips, com- 
mon to thefe Ulcers, may be fometimes levelled by 
Plaifter-Comprefs upon the prominent Parts, affift- 
ed by a ftriQ Bandage, efpecially the /aced Stocking

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berating to fall in, and, by the help of your Epu- 
lotic to cicatrize fmooth and even with the reft. 

This way of cutting off the callous Lips of U/- 
cers, as weil as burning, was not only cuftomary 
with Severinus, by fome called crudelis Chirurens 
or the fevere Surgeon; but is recommended 
alfo by Sennertus, and even Galen prefers thar

Remedies ; from whence a fharp chor only flow- 
ed, and that in great quantity, the edges grew

In this wretched Condition he fent for me, 
after he kad thus languifhed for two Years and 
upwards: And truly upon the fir& raking off the 
Rollers, wet with a ftinking Get, and the fright- 
ful appearance of the Sore underneath, crude, hard, 
unequal and painful, 1 was fafpicious of a Cancer = 
“till enquiring farther into the Cafe, and the Me- 
thod of their late Treatment, I had better hopes : 
Yet at beft, -perceiving it like to be a Work of 
time, I recommended the Hofpital, as the eatiett 
way of Relief, for a Perfon who I thought 
otherwife incapable of getting the fame. Buc 
this it feems was an Affront, and, under fome 
Refentment, he told me, if I could cure him, 
as mean as he appeared, he would give me ten 
Pounds, and had a Friend, upon occafion, that 
would advance for him fo much more. I told 
him, it was never my way to warrant the Cure 
of a cut Finger, much lefs fo ftubborn a Malady 
as he laboured under, that being fit only for Quacks 
and other smpudeut Pretenders: But I did believe 
his Cure might be accomplifhed, and, if he puc 


himfelf under my Care, I would ufe my utmof | 


endeavour for the fame; wondring indeed, thar 
a Perfon who had twenty Poynds to afcertain 
aE Ge for 
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for SatisfaGion, fhould have applied to thefe vile 
Impoftors, who had almoft.ruined him. 

The next day a Perfon came from him, who 
made me fuch an Offer, as was agreeable; and I 
immediately began the Cure, by rubbing the Lips 
of this large Ulcer with the /unar Cauftic, .which 
was feveral Minutes before it entered or dif- 
coloured the fame; the reft of the Ulcer I co- 
vered over with Pracipit. Rub. and a Pledget of 
the Bafilicon Flavum, rolling up the Leg. 

There were feveral {mall rotten Ulcers, or deep 
Holes in other Parts thereof, in each of which 
lay a putrid Slough, the Edges in like manner in- 
durated, by means of thofe harfh and drying 
Applications, which had been here alfo applied, 
thefe I dreffed up after the fame manner. 

The next day after application of the Cauflic, 
and the Ufe of the Pracipitate, I perceived the 
Gleet much abated, with a fmall tendency to Di- 
geflion; the Patient affuring me, that, after two — 
or three Hours from the dreffing, the Smart 
going off, he had more Eafe than in many, 
‘Months before, and was able to lye in his Bed, 
without rifing in the Night, which he had not, 
done. of a long time. 1 oneal 

In thofe Parts of the Brims where the Canflic 
had made Impreffion, in order to thicken the 
Efchar, and penetrate deeper, I dipped the end 
of my Probe in the Butirum Autimonij, and lac, 
quered ir all round as it were of a Silver Colour 5.

Neverthelefs fuch was the inveterate Nature of 
the Humour, and the Scubbornnefs of the brims, 
that, though J had laid them almoft upon the le- 
vel,. they would not skin, but rather. {proutsup 
again, even before the cafting off the Efchar, re- 


maining ftill cancrous, jagged and unequal; the 


Flefh likewife in the middle no longer clean or 
florid, than the Pracipitate was continued: So. 
that perceiving the flow Progrefs made for fome 
Weeks paft, and fearing I fhould be foiled in 
this way of proceeding, I propofed the laying of 
a flat Cautery lightly, and only once, upon the 
callous brims of the Ulcer, and that way have tried 
to fubdue their flubborn, malign Quality; bue 
my Patient would not hear of it, beginning, to

~The Ulcer was yet too painful for the ftreight 
Stocking, which I had got ready for him, and 
had laced on once very gently, but he could not 
bear it.

~ About this time I was called in upon am antient 
Gentleman, who had formerly been chief Surgeon 
of an Hofpital-Ship, to confule upon a venereal 
Cafe then under his Care; and, in fome talk of 
cancrous and callous Ulcers, he told. me he had an 
infallible Cerate for diffolving the fame, which I 
underftood was an Opodeldoch like that of Wurtz, 
only made a little fofter than our Difpenfatory 
Empl, of that Name, of which he. prefented me 
with a Gally-pot ; ‘and I tried it upon our Uker, 
as I had done the de Ranis de Mercurio, and a 
Quick-filver Liniment before that: Bur I.could 


- perceive little ground gained hereby, more than 


the former; fo that, for making fome greater Ef- 


“fort by way of Revulfion, and for his {peedier 


Relief, I ordered eight Grains of Zurpeth. Min. 
ina Bolus, which worked, as he called it, doggedly, 
that 
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that is roughly; but which I perfiiaded him was 
the fitreft Remedy for a dogged Difeafe. Two 
Days after this 1 perceived a fenfible Amend- 
ment, and fo did my Patient, being much eafiér 
and freer from Pain; the Uker milder, . better 
digefted, as well as the Flefh of better Colour, 
and the Brims more tractable, the little Ulcers 

prefently after cicatrizing. ids OES 
T fill continued the Pracipitate with the Dige- 
fiive, and filvered the Edges where they lay yet 
high and uneven, with the Batirum Antimon. 

* The fourth Day after I gave him nine Grains of 
the Zurpeth. which ftrained him as before, vomit- 
ing him ten or a dozen times: The next day he 
grew fo eafy that I got on the ftreight Stocking, lac- 
ing gently that he might be the better pleafed with 
it at firft, and ftreightening gradually every day: 
- The fecond after the laft Vomit I perceived 
him flavering, complaining of the forenefs of his 
Chaps, and that he could eat no Vidtuals; and 
looking into his Mouth, I found fome Sloughs be- 
ginning to fix on the Infide of one of his Cheeks, 
his Gums fwelled, and his Breath ftinking. 
Wherefore taking the opportunity, and conceal- 
ing my Intention, I ordered a proper Regimen. 
of thin Broths and Greweéls, muffling up his Jaws 
with Flannel: tacked up to his Cap, and repeated 
thé Turperh. the third time; fo that, his Mouth 
growing ftill forer, a Salivation came on, when 
{encouraged him with hopes of a fpeedy Cure 
therefrom: And indeed he was the better re- 
conciled after a few days, perceiving, as the Sores 
in his Mouth and his Spitting increafed, that in 
his Leg healed, with a little Pracipitate now mixeg 
with the Dige/ive for the middle, and my Czrate 
on the outfide ; by the help of which, and the 
fireight Stocking, the edges foftening and lying

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| {mooth, we daily gained ground, and before his 
Spitting, which lafted twenty one days, was at 
the height, the Oker from the breadth of a Palm, 
was drawn into the compafs of a Half-crown; 
When, by the help of dry Lint, with the Cerate 
over it, his Cure was compleated at the Month’s 
end, from the firft Dofe of the Turp. in which 
time we made greater Progrefs than in two be- 
fore, or than we were likely in two or three 
‘more without this Revulfion, which rendered this 
malign Ulcer fo mild and tratable, that, as in 
the Cafe of other cancrous ones from a venereal 
Taint, (tho’ here was no room to, fufpeé any - 
thing of fuch nature) we could. fee at each dref- 
fing a manifeft Progrefs to the Cure, ae 
After this I purged him three or four times at 
proper Intervals, kept him fome time after to his

by, altho’ you have inearned, or filled up that 
4 common Cavity with Flefh, and brought the 
{ame to a Cicatrix; yet are you as far as ever 
from a Cure, by reafon of the faid Matter nefting 
itfelf in thar Simuofity, or Paffage out of fight. 

‘Thefe are commonly the effect of fome Abfeefs, 

or Apoftemation gathered and broken, where the 
Matter having infinuated between the tpseuilicgs

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of the Mufcles, if feated on the flefhy Parts, or 
into the Cavities of the Joints, when near unto 
the fame, and after the Difcharge, ‘although the 
vifible Hollownefs, which contained great part 
of the faid matter, unites or otherways heals up ; 
yet that, from the Sizus inconfpicuous, ftill con- 
tinues from fome Orifice on the outfide leading 
to the fame, retarding the healing up of the 
Ulcer, and at fometimes rendering it very diffi- 
cult, if not impoffible. | 
In order to the Cure whereof, when you have 
difcovered what way the Sizus runs, if recent and 
well fituate for the purpofe, you are firft to fit a 
Plaifter-Comprefs, as we have formerly direGed, 
to the length and breadth thereof, endeavouring, 
by good Bandage over, to. exprefs the contained 
Matter, and unite the Hollownefs, which, if not 
of too long ftanding, and fuperficial wirhal, is 
frequently brought about hereby: But this prov- 
ing ineffectual or impracticable, you are to try, 
if, by making a Vent or Opening in the lower or 
more depending part of the Sinus, you cannot 
hereby drain off the Humour, and unite the 
remainder, as we took notice in the Phlegmon 

{uppurated ; and as is pradifed in the milky 

Abfceffes of Women’s Breafts, by which you may 

fometimes fave your Patient much Pain, and ha- 

zard alfo enfuing the cutting through the whole 

Cavity, where the Nerves, endons or Arteries 

lye in the way. 

. But if this cannot be done, as in Sinus’s running 
deep into the Joints, among the tendinous Parts, 
the large Blood-veffels, alfo into the Cavities of 
the Breaft or Belly ; or unfuccefsful, as in Ulcers 
of long continuance, where the Parts underneath 
are all tainted and corrupted by the Virulency of 
the Matter; At fuch times, I fay, there will be 

wanting 
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wanting a found Judgment and Circumfpe@ion : 
for although, in the fuperficial Siuuofity, that lies 
clear of thofe Dangers, you may boldly enter the 
Shank of -your Probe-feiflars, and {nip them up 
at once; yet in thofe profound and intricate, or 
winding, having alfo more Cavities thah offe; 
which is very frequent, you will fee the neceffity . 
of that Knowledge in Anatomy, the Study whereof 
T have fo earneftly advifed you to, at the conélu- 
fion of my fourth Seétion; by which you’ may be 
inftru@ed where the Rocks and Shallows lie; ‘and 
where you may fafely /feer the Coutfe of your 
Kaife, without wrecking your Patient’s Limb, or 


' Life, or your own Credit and Reputation.” — 


ic was this Knowledge, Gentlemen, that many 
Years ago, before Anatomy was arrived at the 
perfection it is at prefent, which made that 
bold PraGitioner Severinus, fo famed for Cures, by

In the farther Management of thefe fzyous Ul- 
cers, whether penetrating the Joints or other Ca+ 
vities of the Body, and thereby rendeted inéapa- 
ble of throwing open, you may take thofe proper 
Hints for your Dire&ion, which we have before, 


_in our laft, laid down for Wounds penetrating thofe 


Parts, wherein we have told you the main ftrefs — 
was laid upon the internal Prefeription, to tem="

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pofe the parts within for Confolidation: And in 
thofe Sizus’s although not. penetrating the inward 
Cavities, yet, by reafon of danger from fome

the Parts will admit thereof, as in Wounds; fo

The Seat of thefe Mule is very commonly

Breaft and Belly, many of whofe Cures are only 
what we call paliative, that is, according to fome, 


proceeding by the way of mundifying and aggluti- 


nating Injections, where the paflage for the fame 
out again can be fecured, which, in thofe efpe- 
cially not penetrating the Trunk of the Body, may 
be with greater fafety enterprized, as we directed 
but now for the fiauous Uker ; or depending whol- 
ly, as in thofe which do fo penetrate, upon the 
traumatic and balfamic Remedies dire&ted inter- 
nally, whilft the outward Orifice of the Ulcer is 
kept open as a Foutanel, in the manner defcribed 
for the penetrating Wounds of the fame Parts.

_Aperfon of middle Age, full Habit, and free 
Living, being feized with an inflammatory Fever, 
of the pleuritic Kind, attended with a dry Cough, 
little or no Expetoration, great Thirf, Oppref- 
fion on his Breaft, and reftlefs ; after ten Days 
‘Attendance by his Apothecary, the Cafe in a man- 
ner defperate, notwithftanding repeated Bleed- 
ings at the beginning, a Tumour thewed it {elf 
on the outfide, above the Diaphragm, at fome 
Diftance from, the.

After this, promifing I fhould hear from them 
the next day, and not fending-me any notice, I 
concluded fhe was dead; till about a: Week after 
that I was fent for, to take a view of a Swelling © 
upon the Ribs on the outfide.

She fill continued in her upright Pofture, fteal-_ 
ing 2 flumber between whiles, her Colour in her 
Cheeks as formerly, but other wife.a ghaftly Coun- 
tenance; labouring in her Breath, and drowned as 
it were in Sweats, which yet were rather hot than 
cold, and taking very little Food or Medicines;

_ The difcharge daily leflening, though there ftiil 
flowed great quantity between the times of Dref- 
fing: I made my Proguoffic, that altho’ the Symp- 
toms all -abated upon letting forth the Macter ; 
yet was there no {mall danger of a Fiftula being 
left behind, that might-drain away her Strength, 
tho. more leifurely in the way of a Coufwmption; 
for confirmation of which, J procured a Conful- 
tation with Mr. Blundel; where it was agreed, 
that, fo foon as the Ulcer was fit for the fame, if 
the Matter ftill continued to vent it felf from 
within, a Pipe fhould be introduced: In the mean 
time, the Efchar being caft off, I fprinkled the 
Pracipitate on the fpongy Flefh on the outfide, 


paffing a Tent of Lint faftened with Thread, 


dipped in the warm Linimeut of Arcaus, into the 
Perforation, a little way rolled in the fame Pow- 
der, neither yet fo Jarge, but that the Matter 
had a free Paflage betwixt the times of Dreffing : 
Over this a Pledget of the fame Liniment, a foft 
Bolfter and Bandage round about. I purpofely 
here alfo forbore the ufe of any Inje&ion, for the 
Reafons I have already given before, chufing ra- 
ther to commit the whole of. the internal Ulcer to 
Nature's Indufiry, affifted by proper Vulueravies

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and Balfamics, than to interfere with fach as, how~ _ 
ever futed for to cleanfe or heal, were attended — 
with uncertainty of finding their way out again. —

The Matter ftill fowing from the Ulcer, efpe- 
cially upon withdrawing the Tent, that the fame 
might not be pent in, I now fitred the Onifice 
with a Cauuula, and a Plaifter fhipped in the 
middle, to give way to the Corruption’ iffuing 


through the Pipe, which being fecured by the 


Roller, 1 gave Dire&tions to their Servant to in- 
{pect the fame daily; and, as often as there was 
occafion, I promifed to overlook them: “At the 
fame time I recommended their carrying her 
three or four Miles into the Country, to profecute 

| this 
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this laft Prefcription of the Powders and Milk, 
in a more clear and wholefome Air. When, after 
a Week or ten Days time, all things went on with 
a Succefs beyond expeQation, the Child to admi- 
ration recovering her Appetire, and therewith her 
Fleth; and the Difcharge fo leflened, that they 
concluded upon throwing out the Pipe, which 
began to be fomewhat troublefome: But, finding 
Difficulty therein, they brought her up to Town ; 
when, going to draw out the Canuula, I perceived 
that, by neglecting the Directions I had given, 
for turning it about once in two or three Days, 
and taking it out to clean, the Perforations there- 
in were filled up with Fleth fhooting from the fides 
of the Ulcer; fo that ic was not without a little. 
~ force, and a {mall Effufion of Blood, that I could 
my felf difentangle the fame: Which being done, 
I dreffed up with a thick Pledget of dry Lint for 
the prefent, to ftay the Bleeding. The day after, — 
coming to examine the Orifice with my Probe, I 
perceived the lower edge of the Cufta bared, ei- 
ther by the corrofive Quality of the Matter, or 
the Pipe rubbing againft the fame ; and which I 
was therefcre forced to make way to, and to 
drefs with a {mall Doffil tied round the middle, 
moiftened with the Tinéture of Myrrh, and a little 
Mel Rofar. by which the Work, which I thoughe 
now as good as finifhed, was hereby protracted 
for five or fix Weeks longer; at the end of 
which, a {mall Shiver coming away, the dry Lint 
compleated the Cure with a firm Cicatrix: The 
Patient being alive at the Writing hereof, a Wo- 
man grown, yet fubje&t to a Dy/pwea, and a 
Cough, efpecially if the ftays here in Town. 
From thefe two Hiftories, with many the .

Ulcers of 2! Phat Ukers af the Lungs indefinitely, ot 
the Lungs without diftin@tion, are not zucurable: For in both 
5 ee thefe, as well as others of the like kind occur- 

ring daily in Pradtice, ’tis evident thefe Parts were 
ulcerated. ‘The Cafe indeed is full of Danger in 
either way of the Abfcefs breaking; for if, ga- 
thering more in the inward Subftance or Body of 
the Lungs, it burfteth fuddenly into the large 
Branches SOF the Trachea, or into the Brouchus, as 
happens often in the Diftemper of this Part, ‘cal- 
Jed the /omica, the Patient may be inftantly fuffo- 
cated ; ason the other, Death may be as certain, 
though in the more lingering way of the Phebifis 
I mean where the Abfcefs is formed nearer to the 
outward furtace of the fame Parts, and breaking 
through their invefting Membrane, falls down up-

Pledget and Bolfter, and drefled up again: After 
which, being well digefted, to prevent any fpongy 
Flefh, I continued the fame dreffing rolled in the 
Pracipitate, gvadually {hortening the Tent, leaving — 
always one ready arméd, with Inftruétions to his 
Wife how to apply it, in cafe of his going to - 
{fool in my abfence. And thus,, in lefs than a 
Month, finifhed his Cure; during the greateft 
part of which, as well as for fome time after, 
I advifed him to an Aq. Calis medicated with the 
Woods, that might correé the acrid, fcorbutic Salts 
in his’ Blood; and: prevent any Mifchief thence 
arifing, together with the fhutting up of. his 
Fifiwla; and, im fome meafure to compenfate 
for the fame, a Fontawel was placed in his Leg,

The ill Habit of his Body, and the Site of the 
Tumour bordering fo near,the Fundament, by 
an Induration reaching the fame, and lying deep 

under the Fiefh, gave me reafon. to fufpect a 

-fraugus Ulcer, if not an incurable Fiftula, might 
happen tobe left behind ; and therefore I was 
the more fhy in giving great Encouragement, or 
promifing a Cure. 

. Having let out a large quantity of Matter well 
enough concotted, I made a flight Enquiry by the 
Probe, and found a deep Cavity under the Glu- 
taus, running downwards on the back part of 
the Thigh, with another tranfverfe,to the daus, 
both taking up almoft the, whole length of my 

- Probe; which overlooking for the prefent, whilft 

the Efchar was digefting off, I endeavoured to 

mundify the Ulcer, by ftrewing on a good quan- 
tity of the Przcipitate upon the loofe Fleth under- 
neath, mixing the fame alfo with my Digeftive, 

- as well as by Compreffion, and fuch Bandage as 
the Part was capable of, to forward what I could 
the union of the Siguofty: But finding all Endea- 
yours this way ineffectual, when the ‘Tumour 
was now fubfided, I made a ftriaer Search than 
before, and entering the Probe into the Siwus that

After which I filled up the large Wound with 
Doffils of fine Tow, laying over a Wad of the 
fame, moiftened in Oxycrate, and fprinkled thick 
with Farina, and a Bandage reaching round the 
Body as well as the Thigh, to retain it, and fe- 
cure the Hemorrhage, which however was inconfi- 
derable, requiring no other Styptic than the dry 
Dreffings. | 

The next day, taking them out, I ordered 
equal parts of the yellow Bafjlicon and Linimen- 
tum Arcai, to be melted down in a Panniken, into 
which (having firft armed fome of the like Dofiils 
thin with the Linim, per fe, to prevent their im- 
bibing more of the melted Mixture than occafion 
called for, as they will when dipped in dry) I 
lightly laid them, and dreffed up with a large 
Pledget of the fame digeftive on the outfide, and 
the Bandage as the day before: And fo continu- 
ed for three or four Days, ’till the Wound being 


digefted, by the help of the Pracipitate, 1 deter- — 


ged, {oon after incarniag, by lightly ftrewing the 
farcotic Powders of Aloes and Sarcocol, inftead of 
the faid Pracipitate, ’till the large and gaping Ul- 


cer was ready for dry Lint, which was my cufto- 


snary Epulotic | made ufe of, in thofe attended 
i with 
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with a moift Instemperies, or where the Flefh is 
over lax and apt to be luxuriant. 

Being near upon cicatrized, my next enquiry 
was into the tranfverfe Sizus towards the Anus, 
whence moft of the Matter now feemed to flow, 
and from whence, though I had made a bold 
‘ftroke through part of the Buttock, and fome- 
what taken off my Patient’s Courage, I ftill ex- 


pe&ed to encounter a farther Difficulty. I per- 


ceived the Sinuofity almoft as thick, but not half 
the length, to reach the duus; however, being 
got thus far, I had great caufe to fufped its Pe- 
netration higher up in the Juteftine, if not fome 
meandrous Winding towards the Sacrum. I would 
now gladly have laid open the Sizus towards the 
Anus; but he defired farther time, being intimi- 
dated with the Uncertainty, but that there might 
be fill more cutting when we were got up to the 
Fundament. Wherefore, having cicatrized the 
old Uker within a narrow compafs, I told him he 


muft either content himfelf with a Fifula, or give © 


way to the farther Dilatation: As it was, I far- 
~ ther acquainted him, that it would be likely to 
 incommode him in his Seat; and, admit a Fiftula 
fhould after all enfue, it were better to difpenfe 
with fuch as. was unavoidable, that was attended 
with the leaft Difcharge, and the feweft Inconve- 
niencies ; whereas this at prefent feemed likely, in 
a fhort time, to drain him away. He now again 


asked me, If I could warrant his Cure by ano- » 


ther Slath, if he fhould fubmit? I replied, It was 
not in my power to make an abfolute Prognoftic, 
at leaft’till this Cavity was laid open.

at leaft made better way, I entered my Probe-

then, fearching with my Probe on the outfide, 
and Finger in Ano, Idifcovered the Communication 
with the Gut the whole length of my faid Finger ; 
So that, not expeGing his Compliance at another 
time, ‘I was refolved not to lofe this, and, imme- 
diately paffing my Scoop in the place of my Fin-

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Doffils, ‘then rolling up more Lint,’ paffed the 
fame clofe up into the Wound, made on the 
Sphinéter, fecuring the Dreffings.with a Bolfter 
‘of Tow, and the ufual Bandage. , 
The day following, as well the tranfverfe Cut

Ulcers, Tue next we fhall fpeak to is the Maricous Ul-

Marie. shen lying clofe upon or adjoining to a Varix, or — 
a knotted, turgid Vein. : 

Thefe, by the continued Supply of a grofs, fe- 
culent Blood, or lying in the way of the fame, 
hinder the kindly Digeftion of the Ulcer, or being 
digefted, the cicatrizing thereof: Or, finally, be- 

' ing dried up, which is moft commonly with fome 
Scab, or crufty Covering, expofe them to break 
out again, by reafon of fome frefh Eruption from. _ 
the Vein; or, rubbing off the Scab, to a 
new Fluxion of Humours, with great Pain at- 
tending. | ae 

The Seat of the Varices are moft commonly the — 
Thighs, but more efpecially the Legs; alfo the 
bottom of the Belly, particularly m pregnant Wo-: | 
men, through the Weight and Diftenfion of the: | 
Uterus, at fuch times compreffing the Trunk of the 
Vena Cava, whence the Return of the Blood be- 


ing 
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- ing flackened, and its progreffive Motion render- 
ed ftill more difficult, by the Pofition of thefe 
Parts in. the flanding or fitting Poftures, it 
thickens in certain parts of the Veflel, into a 
Grumus, diftending the Sides thereof, to make 
way for other the thinner Parts to pafs by, that 
an entire Stagnation may be prevented. 

Thefe Varices are fometimes enlarged to a great 
degree, as we took notice when {peaking of the 
Auneurifma, and are often obferved to lie naked 
in the Ulcer, whereby the corrofive oly of the 
influent Humour, by the Heat and Acrimony of 
the Blood itfelf, or that of fome deterfive Medi- 
cine made ufe of, together with the Rottennefs of 
the Coats of the Veflels themfelves, by lying long 
expofed, they often fuddenly burft, and great 
quantity of the Mafs, together with the Spirits, 
are exhaufted in the Patient’s Sleep, or fometimes 


‘waking, before the Surgeon is at hand to hinder it. 


The Anus, or Fundament, as alfo before re- 
marked, by reafon of its Situation, is very much 
- incident to thefe Varices, which, {welling and be- 
coming painful, break forch and are named He- 
morrhoides aperta feu fanguinantes, the bleeding Piles, 
as when they {wel!, but do not fhed their Contents, 
they are termed Cuca, or blind ones; though this 
Jatt Name is given them by fome, when they lie 
concealed up high within, of which we have fuf- 
ficiently treated in another Difcourfe.

Wounds of the faid Parts, may contribute to the

The word Fraéture, as ufed by the Surgeons, 
and I think it is not fo often by others, implies 
a Solution of the Continuity in the hard Parts of 
our Bodies, called'the Bones, from fome outward 
Violence offered. thereunto, as by Falls, Blows, 
Sumping, Leaping, nay a Slip of the Foo upon a plain 
Floor, the Leg being thereby fomehow diftorted, and 
falling under the weight of the Body above it, bas bec 
Sufficient to fnap the Bones afunder, 

“The Rupture. is, with fome, of the like Im- 
port; but as Cuftom has appropriated the former 
to thefe Accidents of broken Bones, fo by the latter 
is underftood, among the fame Artifts, a Breach 
or Rent in the Peritonaum, as we obferved for- 
merly in our Seé#ioz of Wounds; where we ac- 
guainted you that both Hippocrates and Galen have 
given that Name, 4. ¢. of Wounds, even to thefe 
Solutions, as well as thofe in the fofter Parts. 

But, quitting controverfial Difputes about 
Names, where we underftand or know the thing 
fignified thereby, we hall ftay only to inform you 
farther; that.as thofe in the Flefh were diffe- 
renced by their éufrumental Caufe, fo the Solutions 
of thefe alfo, from their Efficients, have had vari- 
ous Greek Appellations: ‘Thus, that made by a 
cutting Inftrument, was called Tpaiye, Vulnus; thofe 
by Evofion, Tepito, from a Worm of thar Name, 
as before noticed; and thofe by Contufion, Kizafua; 
which laft ufually comprehends the ret, and 
the Applications to promote their Union, and 
engender a Callus about their broken Extremities, 
are thence named Catagmatica, 
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Canfes, The Caufes of Frattures, we have already ob- 
_ fetved-to be fome outward Violence, tho’ the ex- _ 
traordinary Fragility of fome Perfons Bones, bes _ 
yond others, muft arife from a Caufe internal; fuch > 
as their too great Siccity, or lack of ‘Oilj'con= 
dunied by long Sicknefs or old Age. The too — 
frequent ufe of Mercury, we afe told, will ren=_ 
der thefe Parts brittle. 7 lo OG age 
— Hase.13, Marcellus Donatus reports, that a Perfon going _ 
.to throw the half of an Orange at his Compa- — 
nion‘in their Sport, by the meer projeGtion of 
his Arm, fractured the fame ; and, before he was 
recovered, putting his other out’of Bed, to reach 
his Chamber-Pot, broke that alfo; which heim~ — 
puted to a mercurial Unétion, ‘he had lately un- _ 
dergone for the Lves he had Jong laboured under: © 
So'that, very probably, that Difeafe it felf, by vi- 
tiating the Juices of the Blood, might not a lit- 
tle contribute thereto, as may be inferred from — 
the Texture of thefe Parts thereby deftroyed in 
the Spina and Exoffofis, © 000 BUISE EG 
Hist.14. Capivaccius acquaints us with another, who 
broke his Arm as he was throwing a Nut againtt 
the Pavement, in order to come at the Kernel. 
Hisr.rs.  Camerarius of a third, ufing a Hammer upon 


fome trivial Occafion. . 
His. 16. Bat the moft furprizing Inftance of this Fragili- 
ty, which I have heard of, is that recited by Hil- 
danus, Cent. 2. Obf. 66. who there informs, that the 
Os Humevi, a large and ftrong Bone, was fra@ured 
in two Places, by only drawing on a Glove. 
Hist.t7. On the other fide, the Relation of Fernelius is 
as remarkable, of a Soldier, who, after a Fit of 
Sicknefs, had his Bones fo mollified, that, like 
foft Wax, his Arms and Legs would bend any 
way without breaking; who was cured,as the fame 
Author informs us, of this'Misforrune, by bath+ — 
ing in the Aluminous Waters, Poreftus 
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- Foreflus {peaks of a young Girl, whofe Arms, "ist. 18. 
from the Cubit to the Shoulder, were as foft, 

being no way offify’d; which, after fome time, 

were fet to’'rights, with reftringent Applications, 

Splint, and Bandage. But we fhall now fpeak of 

the Differences of Fratiures. sf 

The general Divifion thereof is into fimple and Divifion. 
compound; by the former meaning a Solution of 
the Bones, without ‘a Divifion of the Continuity 
in the Fleth or Skin above ; by the latter, in both, 
or a Fraéture complicate with a Wound in the out- 
ter Coverings. ! 

Now, tho’ I think the Ample Fraéiure thus un- 
~ derftood, when accompanied with any dangerous 
Symptom, as Evyfpelas, Convulfion, Gangrene, and 

the like, may be properly enough faid to be com- 
pounded; albeit there is no Breach in the outward 
Tegument, yet will I not find fault with this ge- 
neral Divifion of the antient Practitioners, which 
ftill takes place among us. 2 

Of fimple Fraétures there are divers, not now 
to mention thofe of the Cranium, which has fome 
more peculiar co it‘felf, as we fhall obferve when 
we come to {peak of particular Frattures: The 
more ufual I reckon the Tranfverfe, the Oblique, 
the Longitudinal, the Semifraéture, and the Fracture 
with Comminution. 

The diagnoftic Signs of which, efpecially thofe General 
made tran{verfe, oblique, and, more particularly, Diagno- 
that with Comminution, are often difcoverable to" 

the naked Eye, upon the comparing one Limb 
with the other; when on the fractured Part, 
fome Prominence on one fide, and Hollownefs on 
the fide oppofite, or an Inequality, is efpied by an 
exaG Surveyor: But a ftrict and prudent Han- 
dling of the broken Limb enables us to make . 
the beft Judgment, not only as to its Realty, aie

of what fort or kind; for while the fame is fup< 
ported by an Affiftant, if you prefs with your 
Hands up and down, bearing with one towards, 
with the other from you, both upwards, downwards 
fideways, you will not only obferve the crufhing — 
of the ends of the Bones, but continuing your. 
Enquiry with your Fingers, unlefs it be buried 
deep among the Mutcles, as the Os Femorés in 
fome corpulent and full Bodies, you will difcover — 
the Site of the Frafture,-and Extent of the fame, — 
whether pointing obliquely under the Mufcles 
and Skin above, or tranfverfe or acrofs the Limb. — 
The Comminution will not bear this Scrutiny, 


hor requires it, fince the very lifting up the fame — 


puts the poor Patient on the moft dire Complaint, 
through the fhivered Angles of the Bones, prick- 
ing the mufcular and nervous Fibres, whilft the 
Limb it felf makes a kind of Curve or Angle, 
upon fuch Elevation. 
The Fracture fecundum Longitudinem is rarely 
met with, incomparifon with the other, (I can-_ 
not fay, that in more than twenty Years, for the © 
greateft part of which time 1 have feldom had 
fewer than four or five, of one kind or other, 
at once under my Infpedction) that I have met with 
more than two, that I could really think fuch: 
However, the Patient’s Complaint throughout the. 
whole length of the Limb, with the unufual Ful-_ 
nefs from one extreme to the other; if: the 
Cleft be not perceptible to the ftri& Impreffion 
of the Finger along the fame, together with its 
Inability, when the Leg or Thigh, to fupport the 
Trunk of the Body in the ere& Pofture thereof, — 
without Complaint, give ee ne +4 
And being now difcourfing of che Diaguoftics of - 
Frattures in general, I cannot pafs by unobferved — 
that vulgar Error, of the Patient and me Ae 
| ers, 
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ders, who will not allow a Limb to be broken, d 
whether Leg or Arm, if at the fame time they 

can move their Toes and Fingers; as if the 

Bones, which of themfelves are immoveable, un- 

affifted by the Mufcles and their Tendons, and 

afford only Stability, were concerned immediately 

in voluntary Motion, which is the peculiar 
Fun@ion of thofe other Parts, when influenced 

by the Fluid of the Nerves. 

On the other hand, fuch is their Incogitancy 
and Imprudence, that upon fome Wrench or Di- 
ftortion of the tendinous Parcs, by which fuch 
Motion is now render’d painful and difficult, you 
ean hardly perfuade but their Bones are broken: 

And unlefs at fometimes you countenance this . 
their Prepofleffion, which is much beneath a Man 
of Art, who regards his Honour and Reputation, 
they will not, without great difficulty, be perfuad- 
ed to.confine, or keep up their f{prained Limbs, 
as they oughr, on Account as they furmize, of 
fo fimple an Accident ; little confidering fuch 
fimple Sprains, as they term them, being at firft 
negleGed, orignorantly treated, have ruined and 6 
famed more than the real Fraédure or broken 
Bones. Andthis for the Diaguoftic. 

The Prognoftic of thefe Accidents is to be taken General 
from their Figure, Situation, and Complication: And ther 
thus the fimple tranfuerfe Fratture, is eafter of Cures noe ee ' 
and lefs hazardous than the oblique. 

From their Site: So Fradlures, in or uear unto 
the Foints, ave more dangerous, and attended with 
worfe Coufequents, than when happening about the mid- 
dle of the Bones, or farther from their Extremities. 
Fraétures alfo of the Cranium, or Skull, ave never 
woid of Danger ; not fo much as Frattures, but through 
the Vicinity of the Membranes of the Brain, and the 
Brainit felf underneath, with the dive Symptoms con- 
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Sequent to thofe Parts injured or burt thereby: But of 
thefe more particularly, when we come to {peak 
of the fraGtur’d Cranium. 

Fy attures of the Ribs are alfo troublefome and 
hazardous by reafon of the adjoining Membrane 
of the Pleura, as fuch ‘Times difturbed thereby, 
and fubje& to Inflammation. 

Fraétures of the Os Femoris, happening efpecially 
on the upper Part, are alfo difficuic to be replaced, 
and fecured therein; for that a Number ‘of large 
Mutcles fo envelope this Bone, as to render the 
Reduction thereof troublefome, and to keep them 
in their Places after fuch Repofition; fo that it 
will always behove the Artift at thefe times, to — 


. be cautious in his Proguoftic, or how he promifes 


a compleat Cure, without that common event of 
one Leg a little fhorter than the other, and want- 
ing the Heel of the Shoe to be raifed for fup- 
plying this Defec&t of an equal length: In the 
broken Thigh it being rare, let the Surgeon do’ 
the beft he can, unlefs in Children, who often 
efcape better, to find thefe Accidents terminate © 
without fome Limping. 

From their Complication, and thus all Fraétures 
accompanied with a Wound, and more efpecially 
thofe by Gun-Shot, or Five-Avms, are manifeftly 
more dangerous than the /mple, whether tranf- 
werfe or oblique: Alfo thofe attended with great 
Contufion, \arge Tumour, Inflammation, Abfcefs, or 
the like, are much more hazardous, than where 
no fuch Symptoms fupervene. 

Laftly, the Fractures which happen to the vene- 
real, fcorbutic, he€tic, hydropic, or other cacheétic 
or cacochymic Habits, are always worfe, and more 
dangerous, than when befalling a better, firmer, 
or founder Temperament or Conftitution. Alfo 
Fractures of pregnant or great-bellied Women 

| are 
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are more difficultly united and confolidated than 
others. 

Hildanus tells us, he fpent ten Months time 'sr. 19. 
in attending a Woman with Child that broke “ *° 
her Leg, before he could get a Callus to hold the 
Bones together: All which time he was forced 
to bear her Clamours, whilft he did his utmoft 
for her Recovery. The like account he gives of 
another, where, after twenty three Weeks, he 
found the Bones ftill loofe, through the nutriti- 
ous Juices ac thefe times, as he rationally furmifed, 
being carried off from the other Parts to nourifh 
the Fetus. Come we now to the Cure of Fra- 
dures in general, 4

A Bafou of Oxycrate beat up, cum Alb Ovor, 8. A Pair 
of Sciffars; 9. A Peuknife ; 10. A. Pin-cufbion with Pins, 

Thefe being Pre-requifites for the ReduGion 
of fimple Fraé#ures, at leaft what I found necef- 
fary in my own Praétice, I fhall deliver a few 
Words, by way of Explanation, concerning each 
of them. | ; : : 

Having before-hand examined the Fraéfure, and 
difcovered what Parts of the Bone protuberate,

‘The Anti- — 


ents ufed three feparate Rollers for fimple Frattures, 
whilft the modern Practitioners generally content

in their proper Places, where there is no room

The Splints, which I prefer upon thefe Occafi- — 
ons, are thofe prepared by the Cardmaker, for ° 


the Ufe of the Hot-preffer and Packer, of pafted 


Paper, of which I was never without half a do- — 


zen 
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zen of Setts for the Wrift, Arm, Leg and Phigh, 
| ready thaped to Limbs of feveral Sizes, and beat 

down at the Edges; which fit much eafier, and 

more fecurely too, than the Sword-Scabbards ufed 


by fome, or the flat Paft-boards dipped in Pofca 


‘at the time of Ufing, and then fitted to the Parts, 
Thefe Splints are to be much of the fame depth 
with your Bolffers, but rather fhorter, to prevent 
their Edges offending the Skin either above or 
below, of fuch Breadth, as that two may compre- 
hend the Arm above the Wrift, three above the 
Elbow, of large or full grown People; as many 
for the Leg, and four for a Thigh. | 
_ The Tape is for tying your Splints clofe, begin- 
ning inthe middle, and then faftening one above, 
and another below; for which, and other Pur- 
pofes to be mentioned prefently, you are to pro- 
vide your felf of feveral Yards, narrower or wid- 
er, asthe Bulk of the Limb requires. 

The Oxycrate is for dipping in your Cloth Bol- 
fiers, and fometimes your Bandage alfo, after ex- 
prefling the Liquor, rolling up the one tight, and 
laying the other {pread out {mooth thereby. 

The ufe of the Pins I thall not enlarge on, be- 
ing well enough known for faftening the End of 


the Rollers; nor yet of the Sciffars or Knife, which. 


are always to be in Readinefs: The firft to cut 
off the Ends of the Tape, to rectify any thing 
amifs in the Comprefs or Bolfters; the latter to 
remedy the too great length or breadth of the 
Splints, or fhape them to the Parts for which they 
are intended. : 

This, as I have found neceffary, was my own 
Apparatus, at thefe Times: And being thus pro- 
vided for your Work, fuppofing the Leg frattu- 
ved, the Patient laid carefully in his Bed, with 
the fame refting on a foft Pillow, reaching sup 
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the Heel fomewhat higher than the Ham, let your 
two Affiftants, fitted for the Work bothin Strength 
of Body as well.as Prefence of Mind, be placed | 
one of them at the Foot, the other at the Knee: 
The former with his left Hand under the Heel, 
and all the Fingers of the right on the top of 
the Inftep, the Thumb bearing againft the Sole 
of the Foot ;. the latter with the Fingers of borh 
about the Gartering below Knee underneath, with 
his Thumbs oppofite on the Top of the Leg; 
this being the beft Hold, where the Fraéture is 
near the Joint of the Ancle: But if in the midft 
of the Leg, or higher up towards the Knee, 
the Gripe, by your lower Affiftant, may be made 
round the Small of the Leg, after the Manner 
as above ; whilft a third Perfon fupports the Heel, 
if there be occafion. | 

Let thefe, I fay, be fo placed for their own 
Eafe alfo, as that they may beft continue in the 
ftooping Pofture, without wrigling or. fhifting 
the fame, till the Work of Redu@ion is dif 
patched. | Sipe: - 

Your Affiftants being thus fixed, you are to 
order the Limb gently and equally to be raifed 
by them from the Pillow, that you may have Li- 
berty, with your Hands and Fingers, to examine 
all round about the Fraéture: When having, by 
fuch Enquiry, fatisfied your felf therein, as whe- 
ther tran[verfe or oblique, of one or both Focils, let 
the Extenfion be begun by one, and the coun=- 
ter-Extenfion, by the other, at the fame Inftants 
The Leg having been before fo put. into their 
Hands, that the grear Toe may be oppofite, of 


in adirect Line to the Rotwla, or Knee-Pan. Dur- 
ing their Extenfion, it behoves the Surgeon to 


have his Eyes, as we fay, about him, .as well as 
his Fingers, with which, when he finds the Ex- 
’ . ~  tenfion 
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tenfion fufficient to bring the frattured Extremities 
upon the level, without fhivering the fame, let 
him ftrait prefs down the rifing or protuberating 
Parts iiito theif proper Places, which he will find 
more readily to give way, if, during the faid 
Extenfion, with the Palm of the Hand he pull 
to him the Part deprefled, and with the other 
thrufts from him that which is prominent. 

This failing, if the Extenders are teicher 
cramped nor tired, let him give ofder for the 
Fxtenfion to be encreafed both ways, or at both 
ends of the Limb, when again, with his Hands 
encompaffing the Fraéture, let him ftrongly prefs 
together the divided Extremities, finking down 
the rifing Parts, and raifing, as before, the de- 
prefled: And finding them hereby replaced, let 
him again ftri@ly examine with his Fingers, and 
fee that he leave no Prominence or Inequality 
before he drefs up: Asa farther help to his 
Judgment at this time, let the found Leg lie bare 
before him, that by éxa& Comparifon, he may 
obferve their Correfpondence, which is truly ne- 
ceflary: Otherwife, if that Leg was bowed or 
crooked before the Hurt, you are not to alter 
the priftine Figure thereof; for, by attempting 
to make fuch Limbs ftrait, if you could ac- 
complifh the Work, your Patient would be little 
obliged, in'that as much as you take away from 
the worited Carve of fuch a Limb, however they 
might happeh thore fightly, yet fo much you 
would deprive them of their Stability or former 
Strefigth ; the extreme of the upper Bone now 
bearing, perhaps, not more than the one half 
upon their Bafe, the lower ; which is the like In- 
jury to them, as your leaving a crooked Limb 
would be to oné, which, before the Hurt received, 
was ftraic.

Then encompaffing the 
Limb with your Defenfative, with the Perforation 
therein againft the Wound, your Bandage before 
orderly placed underneath, upon the Pilow, let 
the Leg, where there was neceffity for raifing it 
up, be gently laid down: The Extenfion not yet 
entirely remitted, for fecurity of the Bones in their 
places, whilft you are drefling up; and having fixed 
your Bolffers on each fide, you are to bring one of 
the lower Tails overthwart, tucking it a little un- 
der, by way of faftening, on the fide oppofite; at 
the fame time take up its correfpondent, and, 
bringing it over the contrary way, faften it in like 
manner where you took up the firft; then pro- 
ceed to the middle one and its oppofite as with 
the former, and fo tothe uppermoft : when, com- 
ing down again, take up the lowermoft Lappit 
of the fecond Cloth, and having thus difpatched 
all three in that Rank, conclude with thofe that 
are undermoft, or neareft to the Pilow, ftill ob- 
ferving, as you bring each of them acrofs or over, 
that you ftay, with the Fingers of your other 
Hand, that fide of the Cloth you are pulling 
from, fo that the undivided Part thereof may 
keep the fame Situation underneath, or remain 
in the middle, ftraining each Fold, but with 
great caution, before you make the Tuck. 

_ When you have now finithed your Bandage, 
your Splints are to be applied in fuch manner, 
that the Wound may be the leaft offended, either 
by their Sides or Extremes. 

Laftly, the Pilow muft be tied-round with the 
Tape or Filleting, before alfo conveyed under it 
for fuch purpofe, and the Wings or Sides of the 
Cafe, as well as the Foot-board are to be raifed,

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that the enclofed Member may reft fecure from 


the Coverings of the Bed: The chief Care be- 


ing now to keep all {till and quiet, with the Fra- 
Eure unmolefted, though perhaps you are daily 
obliged to infpe@ the Wound, which being di+ 
gefted, you muft haften Incarnation, where the 
Peviofteum is not too much torn, or that the Bone, 
by being long expofed; is not alfo tainted: or 
corrupted. - ica Teie 
But if you find an Exfoliation unavoidable, or 
that fome part muft of neceffity come away, be- 
fore you can cure the Wound, let your: dry 
Dreffings, as at firft, be ftill continued to the 
fame, as, after Digeftion, to the Wound it felf, 
for avoiding of a Fungus: Proceeding now, as 
we have already direQed for the carious Uker, 
but with this Difference, that, before your Callus 
i¢ formed, none of your ftrong Defquammatories, 
neither yet the Cautery, ate to be applied, for 
fear of Injury thereto, or exciting fome new 
Symptom, as Fever, Inflammation, Spafm, or thé 
like: But I have already acquainted you, when 
{peaking of the Wounds of the Head with a bare 
Cranium, it does not abfolutely follow, as an un- 
avoidable Confequence, that in others, happening 
after this way to be uncovered, there muft en- 
fue a Defquammation; fince 1 have feen feveral, 
which after Redudtion, being defended by the 
mufculous Flefh, and,artfully managed, to have 
unitéd without Scaling, where the Wound has 
incarned and firmly cicatrized, with little more” 
"Trouble than if the Bone had received no In- 
ury. ee 
But where it falls out otherwife, or the Cafe 
is fuch as that by means of great Lofs of Sub- 
ftance, Abfcefs or Apoftemation, the Bone lying long 
expofed, is tainted thereby, you can’t si 7 
uc

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fuch times fo eafily to accomplifh the Work: At 
which drefling, as juf now directed, you mutt 
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wait till Nature, feparating the corrupt from the: 


found Parts, throws them off, when the Wound 
with little difficulty will after, if nothing ob- 
ftruGts, admit of healing. 

_. As for what regards the Regimen, in refpect of 
the Nou-Nat, but more particularly Diet, you 
are to be ftrier than you were in the /imple Fiac- 
ture; or, as we directed for Perfons dangeroully 
wounded, fo here likewife ic muft be tenuis, if 
not tenuiffima; at leaft for fome time; forbidding 
Flefh, firong Drink, and Wine, in order to pre- 
vent the Flux of Humours, to which, thro’ the 
great Pain attending, thefe Hurts are very prone, 
and by which, Fevers, Inflammations and Abfceffes 
are ftirred up, one after another at fome times, to 
the great Difturbance of the broken Bones, Dif- 
quiet to the Patient, and Vexation to the Sur- 
geon; all which are likewife frequently owing to 
fome {mall Fragments or Shivers of Bones, irri- 
tating the Fibres, which, as before remarked, at 
the time of Reduction, are carefully to be in- 
{pected and removed.

Fracrures with Comminution of the Bone, 
-either with or without a Wound, when they are 
very great, and the Bones fplinter’d, or together 
with the Flefh cruthed to pieces, as by the Wheel 
of a loaded Waggon or Cart, the Fall of a Pipe 
of Wine, Hogfhead of Sugar, or the ike, flip- 
ing from the Pullies, or out.of a Crane, as fome- 
_times happens on the Keys by the Waterfide, or 

Merchants Ware-houfes: Thefe Cafes are al-

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ways of the moft dangerous Confequence, and — 
*cis but feldom that there is any great Profpe& 
of faving the Limb: Wherefore, it will behove 
you, whilft the Accident is frefh, or before the. 
Patient is tired out with Pain, or thrown into 
Convulfion, to callin fome of the antient Mafters, 
or other judicious Perfons, asthe Rules of that 
—worthipful Company have appointed, with whom 
to confult ; and perceiving a Neceffity, as we told 
you, when {peaking of Wounds where great Por= 
tions of the Mufcles were contufed, mortified, 
or torn in a manner quite away, to haften Ame 
putation, or cutting off the Limb: But if you have 
a good Habit of Body to do with, and the Splin= _ 
tering not very great, nor the flefhy Parts too — 
much contufed or lacerated, if there be a Wound, 
you may probably thereby remove fuch Shivers 
as are moft likely to create Trouble, lying in the 
way, as we have already obferved; or, if not, 
finding any pointed ones under your Fingers, 
pricking againft the Fleth or Skin, you may make © 
one, to difengage them; afterwards as artfully 
as you can replacing the reft, and reducing them 
into as good Figure as the Fracture will allow, 
proceeding as we have advifed for other compound 
ones: When it may fall out, even beyond your / 
own and your Patient’s Expectation, a Callus, in- 
tervening after fometime, cements the broken 
Parts; and however ill fhapen the Leg may hap- 
pen to be, as, do what you can (where Apofte- 
mations enfue one upon another requiring to be 
dilated, by which the fra@ured Bones are di- 
fturbed and rendered foul, or great Pieces there-_ 
of forced to be removed) you can't fometimes 
prevent: Yet will it for the moft part, when af- 
fifted with Art, be better able to bear. a Share 
in fupporting the Body, than a wooden one. be 
fr. 
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Mr. Shermai,. in. al Cafe delivered to the R. S. Hist. 24 
{eems to magnify his Succefs, in a compound Frac~ — 
tuve of the.Thigh of a young Man, of about 
feventeen; from whom he was obliged to take out 
the whole Subftance of the Os Femoris, about two 
Inches: And yet, by keeping a due Extenfion, 
Nature did in four Months fupply fuch a Calus, 
that the Limb was not a quarter of an Inch fhorter 
than that on the other fide, the Perfon being as 
ftrong as ever, and walking without Lamenefs. 
As to which, I make no queftion of Nature's 
fupplying the Interftice; but the great difficulty 
«sto maintain fuch a uniform Extenfion, that the 
Ends of the Bone may lye in a direé Line the one 
to the other, whilft the faid Caus is forming, 
and becomes offfy’d: Which in fome ungovern-_ 
able Patients, or others accompanied with Con- 
vulfions both fleeping and waking, that frequent- 
ly-alter the Pofition, let, the Artift take all pof- 
fible Care, an unavoidable Lamenefs muft often- 
times be the confequence of thefe Frattures. 
. Efaias Meichfnerius relates the Cafe of a broken pisz.25: 
Fibula, where, by fome ill Surgery, the whole 
Bone was forced to be extraGed, and Nature fup- 
plied a Callus in its place; fo that he was able 
afterwards to walk without a Crutch. But here 
you are to confider alfo, there was a very good, 
Support ftill left, I mean the Zcbia, the principal 
of the two, which kept the Limb in its due Ex- 
tenfion and Pofition, fo that Nature was the 
better enabled to furnith fuch Affiftance. 
A poor old Man, thrown down by a Horfe, pyrsy. 26. 
as he was croffing the Cannel, had the Wheel of 
a loaded Waggon pafled over his Leg, which in 
a manner fhivered the Bones to pieces, feveral 
pointed Particles lying out of his Stocking. 


Being 
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Being from Home at the time of this Accident, | 
two others had been fent for, who, either doubt- _ 
ful how they were to be fatisfied, or difmayediat | 
the fad Object, withdrew and declined meddling, — 
Upon my return, fome reputable Perfons came | 
to me, to inform me of this Misfortune, and de= 
fire my Affiltance :. Upon which I ‘took with me — 
one of the young Surgeons who had been there — 

fome Hours before, and, examining the Nature — 
of the Fraéture, gave inftantly my Opinion, that — 
the Cafe required immediate Amputation. Yet, _ 
confidering his Age, ‘above Sixty, I could give | 


little Hopes of Succefs from the fame; and was 


therefore, as in all fuch doubtful Cafes I have — 
been, willing that the Patient fhould rather de= — 


fire it of us, at leaft give his hearty confent there- 
to, after his Cafe had been juftly ftaced; but-the 
old Gentleman earneftly begged, if there was no 


other Remedy, that we’ would let him die of his — 
broken Leg, or the Symptoms likely to enfue — 
quickly upon it, than to have fo poor a Chance, — 


as he termed it, we could warrant of his fur- 
viving the Difmembering. Upon which, I then 
propofed his being fent to one of the Hofpitals; 


but that being f{carce pra@icable before next Day, — 
and the fame Perfons interceding that I would — 


engage therein, believing alfo it would not be a 


Work of more than two or three Days; I or-— 


der’d my Affiftant to get ready the cuftomary 


Apparatus above defcribed ; whilft with my Fin= — 
gers, as the Leg lay upon a Pillow in his Bed, I _ 
took out of the Wound feveral loofe Splinrers ; 
after which dire@ing a gentle Extenfion, ‘as the — 
Limb {till lay along, for on the leaft raifing up — 
it fell all to pieces, I placed the Remainder, with — 
both my Hands, in as good a Pofture as I could, — 


but perceived yet.a large pointed Portion of the 
ho Tibia

Tibia thrufting out (which I believe was at firft 


owifig to a want of due Care in his Removal, 
from the Place he got his Hurt, to his Habita- 
tion), would not be depreffed, I was therefore — 


forced to faw it off before I could put the Mem- 
ber into any tolerable Figure. hes 

_-' Havirig done all I could in the Redudtion, 1 
-drefled up the Wounds with warm Liniment, large 
Pledgets of Tow, firft faced therewith, being 
dipped in fome more of the melted Medicine, 
quickened with a {mall Portion of the O/. Tereb. 
and over all a Cataplafm of Theriaca Lond. then 
bringing over the Tail Bandage, and faftening the 
Splints, as the fhatter'd Limb would allow, I 
_yaifed the Wings of the Cafe, together with the 
Foot-board, which was, before we began, placed 
ready under the Pillow upon which the fame was 
extended; atid then gave Inftrudctions to a Wo- 
‘man, provided to look after him, how to order 


other Matters relating to his Nourifhment, and | 


took my Leave in company with my Affiftant, 
whom I had engaged fhould attend me fo long 
as there was occafion. | 

The next Day we met, provided with warm- 
er Applications, as the Spir. Yiu. Camph, an Elixi- 
viat. Fotus, Tint. Myrr. cum Ol. Tereb. when coming 
to the Bed-fide, I perceived the Texzure or Riythm 


of his Pulfe, to my Surprize, but little varying 


from that in a found State, a free Breathing, lit- 
tle Fever, but a gentle Diaphorefis, neither Inter- 
‘miffion in the Pulfe, Twitch or Tremor on the 
‘Nerves or Tendons, nor yet the leaft appearance 
of Delirium, altho’ he had flept little or nothing 
fince we left him, which he faid was owing to 


fomewhai pricking him between whiles, and which, 


if he fell into a Slumber, made him ftart. 


When 
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| When lifting off the Cloaths to take a view of | 
the Leg, I perceived both above and below the | 
Bandage very confiderably {welled, but with a | 
kind agreeable Warmth upon the Foot and Toes, | 
where I expected we fhould have found a Gangrene . 
and proceeding farther, taking off both outward | 
as well as inward Applications, the Wounds, tho’ 
crude, appeared with no difcouraging Afped: 
There was one pretty large, made feemingly by 
the Head of a great Nail in the Cart-Wheel, on 
one fide of the Tibia, with feveral others on the | 
oppofite, occafioned either by the Bones them- — 
felves, the Leg lying on an Hollow, or by Com- 
preffion againft fome rugged Stone in the Cannel ; 
“all which having now again examined with my 
Fingers, to feel if I could difcover any angular — 
Parts, which by their Stimuli might have occa= — 
— fioned the Spafm complained of the Night paft.: 
But finding none of that kind, nor indeed any — 
other, fo entirely loofe as to give countenance 
to their Removal, I again covered all any way 
expofed with my dry Dreflings; laying on three or 
four Stuphs expreffed from the Fomentation, whilf _ 
the other were preparing: After filling up the — 
Remainder as at firlt, with fuitable Doffils, firft 
armed with Léziment, then dipped in a hot Mix- — 
ture of three Parts the faid Liniment, and one of | 
Tinttura Myrvha cum Tantillo Ol. Terebiuth, as 1 
believed the Senfe of the Part would admit;.co- — 
vering thefe with larger Pledgets of Tow, faced — 
with and dipped therein, over all, the Theriaca 
{pread Plaifter-wife, and laid on hot: Laftly, the — 
Lail'd Bandage and Splints, but gently. faftened, — 
to fupport the Limb. mS 
The third Day the Foot appear’d more fwell’d, 
with fome Vefications about the Ancle, threatening 
a Gangrene, allo a vat Echymofis quite up to the | 
| Knee, + 
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Knee, with great Gleet from the Wounds : 
Wherefore {nipping off the little Bladders, and 
adding ftill more of the Zinétura Myrr. as well 
as Ol. Terebinth. to the Digeftive, dreffing up in 
all refpe&ts as before ; having firft well fomented, 
with a larger Addition of the Spir. Vini Campb. 
and applying the Theriaca on the outfide {calding 
hot: His Pulfe I found now fomewhat intermit- 
ting, and his Head difturbed for want of Reft. 

The fourth Day, I perceived large Portions, 
not only of the Skin but the Mufcles alfo, to turn 
putrid, yet with fome little appearance of Di- 
geftion round the edges; his Pulfe rather mend- 
ing, and his Head better fettled. 

Continuing the fame Applications three or four 
Days longer, our Digeftion much increafed, the 
Sloughs beginning to feparate, and cafting off ; the 
Tibia, in its undivided Part above, lay bare on 
the infide, the length of two Inches, which we 
drefled with Pledgets of Lint dipped in, and after 
exprefs'd, from the Tin@ure aforefaid: For the 
better Digeftion of the Users, and correcting the 
Putrifation, I ftrewed on the Pracipit. Rub. then 
cover d them with Doffils wrung out of the melt~ 


ed Liniment and Ol. Terebiuth. 


Thus proceeding daily, for about a Fortnight, 
the threatening Symptoms of Gaxgrene and Morti- 


fication feemed to be overcome, and we had now 
fo large a quantity of Matter difcharged, as on 
the other hand was likely to exhauft our Patient's 
Streneth, before we could have a found Bafis 
to heal upon: So that I could give little Encou- 
ragement as to the Event, or (as I often exprefied 
my felf to his Friends in his Hearing) other Pro- 


{pe& at beft, than that of his being a miferable | 


Cripple, in expeation of his liftening to an Am- 
putation in time, before he was too much wafted. 
: | But 
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But underftanding the Danger of his Limb, mor : 


tifying was now over, he would by no means hear 


of parting therewith; fo that, to eafe my felf of | 


the tirefome Work all I could, I now left him | 


pretty much, to the Care of my Affiftant, vifiting | 
twice, and fometimes only once a Week: -When > 


afrer nine or ten feveral {mall Fragments-of the 
Bones cafting off, and working themfelves -out, 
the Difcharge began to leffen, andthe Patient, 
though much emaciated by his ftri@ Confinement, 


(having never once been moved from the Place 
he was firft put in his Bed) yet very hearty, and- 
taking his Nourifhment: of good Broths, ‘Meats 
of eafy digeftion, and.a Draught of ftrong Beer 


he had: been accuftomed to, once a Day. | 7 
At three Months end, that Part of the Zzbia 


which had-lain expofed, not moving, nor tend= 


ing to a Separation, I direGted my Affiftant now 
and then to-give it a light touch of the Cautery, 


to promote the Exiccation thereof, and confe< 


quently a Defquammation, at leaft of the outward 
Cortex, if not deeper tainted. From which, and 


the dry Dreffings that were now every where’ap- 
plied; after fixteen Weeks, or four Months time, 


inftead of fcaling, a large Piece of the faid Bone 
began to move; and, a Month after that, was 
fo.loofe as to -be taken out; the Lee from this 


time daily and vifibly fhortening, notwithftand= 


ing all Endeavours to maintain a good Pofition 
thereof.’ However, finding nothing more to come 


away, the Callus at length growing fo firm as to 


bear (although with Caution) the ftirring of the 
Limb, at shalf.a Year’s end, he was lifted out of 


Bed, in which he had fat up feveral Weeks before; 
and wellcontent he had compounded for-his Life 
under fo fevere an Accident, with an: ill-fhapen 
Leg, or one:much ‘fhorter than the other,. which 
‘ by 
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by the Help of a Cork-Shoe, and a Crutch un- 
der his Arm, a Stick alfo in his other. Hand, 
enabled him to walk about, living after to be 
eighty Years of Agé; and, in about two 
Years from the Accident, laid afide his Crutch, 
walking only with his Cane, or rather under- 
hand crutch-head Stick, with lefs Trouble than 
mutt in likelihood have attended the ftump Leg. 
Yet do I not think this Inftance fufficient to 
fiand a Precedent in the like Cafes; for if here 
had not been, an excellently well conftituted, 
or, as we fometimes pronounce it, an athletic 
Habit, it had been, in all appearance, impoffible 
to have kept off a Necrofis, or abfolute Extin@ion 
of the natural Heat: Or, miffing this, yet, by 
Abfceffes or Apoftems enfuing one upon another, 
very frequently at thefe times, the Odds were 
exceeding great, that by fo large and long conti- 
nued a Difeharge from thence, together with the 
Fatigue of Pain, he had not funk under a Ma- 
vafmus, j 

It was indeed a Work very laborious to us, 
as well as to him; but having began, tho’ at firit 
in expeCtation it would be very fhort, yet meet- 
ing after with fo hearty an old Man to deal with, 
and having an Affiftant to give conftant atten- 
dance after the firft Week, I was the rather en- 


couraged to go on,’ and at leifure times to in- - 


{pect the Work, “till ic was concluded. | 
Upon his firft ferting the Limb to the ground, 
after fitting him with his ‘Shoe, ‘a ‘pituitous Tu- 
mour, or Oedema fell down thereon, as ‘well as on 
the Leg in general, incommoding him for feveral 
Weeks: But putting on a laced Stocking, and 
filling the Inequalities thereof with Bolfters of 
Cloth, that we might render the fame more fer- 
ENE SLT” ' viceable, 
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viceable, and dire&ing a proper Regimen, fuited 
to that Tumour, he got the better thereof; and 
gathering (as we fay) more Strength to ftir about, 
in fome few Months it was entirely diffipated.. _ 

To this Patient, after the Removal of the loofe 
Bones, and the Digeftion of the Wounds, for the 
farthering of Calus, I gave good ftore of the O/feo= 
cola, with Comfry-Roots boiled in his Broths: But 
whether they, by fupplying a. proper G/uten to the 
Blood, -as in Reafon they might be. fuppofed to 
do, or that the latter of itfelf, from its own pro- 
per Balfam, furnifhed the Cement, I fay not ab- 
folutely, though inclining to the former Opinion, 
fo well attefted as the fame has been, by the moft 
confummate Artift of the Age in which he lived. 

There is one very great Difficulty attending 
thefe Fraétures, and that is the fhifting the Ban- 
dage without giving difturbance to the broken 
Bones; for altho’ it is never fo well contrived to 
be drawn away, yet it cannot be done, although 
with the utmoft Heed and Caution, but with Ha= 
zard. And asat thefe times there are ufually great 
Gleet for the firft Days, and after Digeftion, or im 
cafe of Apoftemation, as large Difcharge of Mat- 
ter, there will be a neceflity once in three or 
four to change the fame; at which times, having 
frefh Cloths indented as the firft, fpread out 
{mooth on each other by you; whilft one fupports 
the Heel, another gently grafping, with both his 
Hands, a little below the Knee before you drefs 
up; having removed your Spliuts on the outfide, 
and untucked the Tails of your foul Bandage, let 
one on each fide the Leg,.-taking hold of the up- 
per and lower Lappits of that lying next the fame, 
raife leifurely fo far that a fifth Perfon may, 
preffing down the Pillow with one Hand to facili- 


tate the Work, with the other draw from under 
him

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him the two lower, at the fame inftant clapping 


into their place the three Tails of the freth Ban- 


dage thus evenly laid, whilft fome other Perfon 


on the fide oppofite, preffing the Pillow as before, | 


pulls them fo far as to lodge the undivided Part 
in the midit: This done, the Leg is leifurely 
again refted, and whilft held fteady on each fide, 
together with the frefh Bandage likewife, efpe- 
cially on that you are to. draw from, the remain 
ing foul Piece is, with the utmoft Care and Cau- 
tion, to be taken away alfo from underneath, 
when you may drefs up again as formerly. 
 Igenerally at thefe times, to fave the Linnen all 
I could; and prevent the too frequently fhifting, 
usd Wads of Tow, fo plac’d about the Dref- 
fings, as to imbibe fome part of the Gleet and Mat- 
ter, and to renew them daily for this purpofe. 
Accidents of this Nature are likewife common 
on board a Ship, where, by difcharge of their 


Guns, loaded either fingly or wich Chain-Shot, 


in their Engagements, large Splinters whereof are 
fometimes forcibly impell’d into the Limbs, fhi- 
vering and miferably tearing and contufing the 
flefhy Parts ; at which times the want of Conve- 
niency, were it practicable to defer the Opera- 
tion, puts them fpeedily, amidft the Hurry, upon 
difmembring; and happy too at fometimes for the 


Patient, who muft otherwife perhaps undergo a 


longer continued Torture by the Motion of the 


Ship, and the want of thofe Neceflaries to be had 


at other Times, and in other Places; or deferring 
it now, it may probably be enterpris’d after at a 
more unfit feafon, and too late to fave his Life. 
\ A late Writer tells us of five Pounds allow’d by 
the Government, for every Limb cut off at Sea:

Of Fractures of the JOINTS. 
Tue neareft of kin to thefe are the Frattures 
which befall the Feizts, upon the Heads or Ex- 
tremities of the Bones, and are abundantly worfe 
than the common fyaé#ure, or that inthe Jaterfti- 
tia thereof, as we hinted in our general Progno- 
flics, being liable to greater Fluxion, from the 
tendinous, nervous.and ligamentous Subftances there- 
in affected, as alfo to a Stiftnefs and Immobility 
of the Juncture, by reafon of the Cadus failing in 
between, and forming a fort of Auchylofis, more 
efpecially where the Limb is kept upon a flexure, 
as that of the Cubit: ‘The very Confinement alfo’ 
after thefe Misfortunes, or the keeping the fame 
in a different Pofture, viz. that of Extenfion, as 
on the Knee, will at fometimes ftiffen the Joints 
by the Mucilage grown hard and dry, which is 
feparated by the Glandules thereof, for their Lue 
brication and freer Motion; and that to fo great 
a degree in the middle-aged, but mote particu 
larly in ancient People, notwithftanding ‘all En+ 
deavours to prevent this Inconvenience, by emol- 
lient Embrocations, that it is long time before a 
good ufe thereof is recover'd: How much more 
difficult. then muft we expe& it, where together 
herewith the glutinous Callus has diffus’d it felf, 
and as it were lock’d up the Joint? a 
In the Management of thefe there is no room

for Splints, infead of which your Bolfer-Compref- | 
fes of Cloth, before-hand thap’d to the Parts, 
then dip'd in Oxyc. cum Alb.

dentures to be difcauerd, and which, though I have ~ 
feen two fuch, I believe are not often met with. 7 

Calius, as alfo Celfus, take notice that in the 
hot Country’s, particularly among the Blacks, 
it is more common.to find the Cranium without 
any Indentures, than in other Places. Vefahus” 
obferves, that in antient Bodies he had feen them — 
oftentimes obliterated. Falopius and. Lufitanius 
make mention alfo, of feveral they had found thus t 


form’d. Reinerus, that Albert, Marquis of Brauden= 


burg, born in the Year 1414. had no Sutures to_ 

be found in his Skull, which, faith he, is now kept 

as a Curiofity at pestis :

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Yetoallowing the Faés to be: more common, 
may it not here be queftion’d, whether the Jm- 
petus of the Air inclos'd would nor, in irs Circum- 
gyration, be fo moderated, by the Perforation 
atthe Bafe of the Occiput, as to hinder its burft- 
ing at the part oppofite to'the Stroke or Blow. 
-» \ButT fhall:not enter farther into ‘this Contro- 
werly,;:about which I find our’ Writers are noc 
fully:agreed, many aflerting, and ‘others, more 
efpecially among the Mederns, denying the Fad. 
There is another of thefe Contra-Fiffures, which 
fomeof them have taken notice of, 7. ¢. when che 
upper part or Tableis-ftruck, and the Breach is 
made in the inward or lower‘one$: to obviate 
which we have here alfo the Dipioe, or medullary 
Interftice between «the faid Tables, which doubr- 
lefs muft break and diffipate the Force of the 
Air, alike with the Jndentures before obferv’d. 
The outward Table Ihave feen deprefs’d, when 
the inner has efcap’d and continu’d whole: But 
I cannot fay, I have ever difcover'd the inward 
fratlur’d or beat in, the outer at the fame time 
whole ;. though I fhall not take upon me abfolute- 
ly to deny the Poffibiliry of thefe Accidents at 
fome times, and in fome Skulls, having feveral 
Authorities to countenance che fame, particu- 
larly thofe of Celfus, Valeriola, Nich. Florent.as alfo 
Fallopius, who acquaints us, that after Death he 
had open’d feveral Heads, where immediately, 
under the part the Blow was given, -he could dif- 
cover nothing, yet on that oppofite, great quan- 
tiry of Matter was colleGed: But this might be _ 
the effe& of Concuffion fimply, or Extravafation. 
. fromthe Veflels, by the force of the fame, with- 
out that Aroysive, or Refonitus inthe Bone ic felf. 
Lufitanus and Pavey have obferv'’d the Coutra- Fif-

from the confequent Symptoms, or real and per- 
ceptible both before and after opening of the 

hairy Scalp. ite 
Of the firft fort ave Stupidity and Coma, upon the 
Fall or Blow, or a Delivium prefently after, Hamor- 
rhage or Bleeding at the Ears or Eyes, as well as Nofe. 
and Mouth, Vomiting, Convulfions, Faltering in the 
Speech, and Palfy of the Limbs: I call'd thefe, bik 
ome 
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fome others, of the like kind, conjeftural Sigus, 
becaufe it is very poffible the fame Symptoms 
may happen to fupervene upon Coxcuffion only 
of the Brain, with Effufion of Blood upon its 
Subftance, yet without a Fraéfure: Nor is any fo 
truly Pathoguomonic, as Phyficians term it, or infe- 
parable, as that when ever they appear, we can 
truly fay the Cranium is frattur'd, altho the Vomit- 
ing and Sopor ‘give us more efpecially great fu- 
{picion. 

When there happens a Wound, we are told al- 
fo, that the Hair, if falling out where it grows, 
will be found cut in funder, and ftanding as ir 


were erect therein, which they will not allow can. 


be otherwife occafion’d, than by refiftance from 
the Bone underneath; but this, I think, is no more 
abfolutely to be depended on, than fome of the 
foregoing, or the Experiment of a String held 
faft between the Teeth, and being extended at 
the other extreme, jerk’d fuddenly backwards 
and forwards, which may indeed very much affect 
the Temples, but will lefs influence other parts 
of the Cranium, although fiffur’d or fraitur’d, 


In the cafe of Delirium, Stupidity, Aphonia or 


lofs of Speech, or other Defect of Underftanding, 
Ihave been at fometimes direGted, in uncertain 
Accidents of this Nature, to the fractur’d Part, by 
the Patient’s lifting up his Hand, as it were na- 
turally very frequently thereunto: But this, where 


there is no profound Sopor, is fometimes wanting, 


and at others may prove erroneous. 

The real Signs, and fuch as give us indifpu- 
table evidence are, if there isno Wound, when,

ss That fort which 1s call’d Rima, the Cleft or 

Chink; is much eafier fouud out, as more con- 
{picuous and difcernable when laid in view, asalfo 
to the Finger or Probe in fearching after it; 
but here you muft take care you are not déceiv’d’ | 
by the Sutures, in taking thefe for fome Cleft or

ber happen’d ro my felf, in a Leather-Seller’s Child, 
in Old Bedlam, who had recéiv'd a Wound on 
the lower Part of his Forehead, complicate with’ 
the ufual Symptoms of Vomiting, Delirium, asin — 
Fraétures of the Cranium ; fearching narrowly for 
which, I difcovered a Ruggednefs on the Os Frou- 
tis, which ftop’d my Probe, and which I took at). 
firft for a Figure; but in dilating the Wound, in: | 
order to make way for the Zrepau, I found that 
what I had before taken for fuch Fiffure, was a 
continuation only.of the Sutura Sagittalis, in this — 
young Subject, quite downto the Nofe. Of this 
varying of Sutures Galen makes mention, as alfo 
do Vefalius Rhodius, Sylvius, Bartholine, Riolanus, 
and divers others, fome of them finding this fa- 
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gittal Suture wanting, as others the Lambdoides. 
Yet if the Symptoms had not gone off as. they 
did, by thus breathing the Part affected, I had 
notwithftanding proceeded to the Operation on 
the fide of the faid Suture, for the relief of the 
Brain; which however, neither complicate with 
Fraflure or Fiffure, is yet oftentimes opprefs’d in 
its Membrane by Juflammation and Tention, as 
well as Extravafation and Abfcefs, enfuing at fome- 
times by reafon of the Concuffion, and which on 
thefe Accounts requires the ufe of the Inftru- 


ment, as much as if the Cranium above had ful- 


- fer’d a Solution of its Continuity. 

‘The Method of difcovering the lefs perceptible, 
or capillary Fiffuve, is, according to fome Pradcti- 
tioners, by going over the fufpected Part with a 
Sponge dip'd in Ink, and afterwards wiping it 
off with another dry one, where the Defed is, 


the Ink foaking in, leaves a Trace behind, dif- 


covering its Site and various Windings. 

Borellus tells you, that if, having fhavd the 
Hair, (which at thefe times is the firft thing to 
be done) you lay a Cataplafm of Bean-Flower over 
the whole Sca/p, and when the fame is dry re- 
move it, you will find the Fratiure thereon de- 
lineated: But this, I think, whatever Difcovery it 
may make in the larger, where there 1s no oc- 


cafion for the Experiment, I doubt, will be found ,

Hisr.31. Being. fent for to give my Judgment upon a 

Child, who, the Parents told me, had been bitten } 
by a Maftiff, when I came to examine his Head, — 
which was the part affeGed, 1 found the Scalp — 
had been torn a confiderable way over one fide; _ 
- the Hurt, as 1 remember, had been receiv’d fix 
or feven Weeks before; and the lacerated Part, § 
being laid down again, was in fome places ag- 
giutinated, in others, where there had been lofs — 
of Subftance, incarn’d and firmly cicatriz'd; fo 
that what I had to overlook was a large and —

“This, Gentlemen, is the Cafe truly ftated,. for 
yhich I-was cenfur’d by a Brother, who had fome 
Weeks before difcover’d nothing himfelf, nor orde- 
edany thing more than a couple of Fontanels inter 
capulas. "The forrowful Parent, notwithftanding 
his RefleGtion, was fo fenfible of my Care, and 
hat the Frenchman only had been remifs in his 
Enquity, before the Wound was few’d up and 
igglutinated, that, in fhore time after, I receiv'd 
yer Thanks for the Vifits I had made her, with 
hie account of her Child’s Death ; which I have 
xinted by no meansin the way of re-criminating, 
but to make you fenfible, how much it behoves 
jou at all times and places, to be very tender of 
sach others Reputation. But, haftening now to 
the remaining Diagnoftic:. 

In fmall and fuperficial Depreffiows, efpecially of 
young Children, there is lefs danger than where 
they are deeper, and by the Angles of which 
the Dura Mater underneath is prick’d or torn, 
exciting Convulfions and other formidable Acci- 
dents: The former fometimes rifing up again of 
their own accord, by the elaftic Property of the 
bony Fibres themfelves, or continuing where they 
are, exciting no threatning Symptom: Whereas 


the laft are feldom fo lucky, but for the moft _ 


part, if not always, require the Operation of 

Trepanning. 
Farthermore, thofe Frattures feated upon or 
neat the Sutures, under the temporal Mufcles, and 
on the fore-part of the Head, have frequently

After this, the Symptoms no ways remitting, 
but the Sopor efpecially ftiil continuing, let the 
Phyfician be call’d in, that by Veficatories, fbarp 
and ftimulating Chfters, together with proper vo- 
Jatile, cephalic Medicines, the Spirits may be 
rousd, and a Revulfion made from the Parts op- 
prefsd: After which, waiting till next day the 
Iffue of our Incifion, and phyfical Prefcription, 
the firft of which fometimes only by giving a 
Breathing to the Part, no damage having befaln 
the Skull, taking off the Textion, removes the 
Symptoms, the Patient quickly after recovering 
his Senfes, and requiring no farther proceeding 
with the Inftrument.

The outward Table was broke all round, 


whilft the inward was only bow’d; upon which 
account there was no room for an Elevator, or 
indeed any other Inftrument, by which we could 
hope to raife up the depreffed Bones,: without 
the help of the Zrepan. The, Terebra was pro- 
pos'd, but concluded infufficient as well as ha- 
zardous ; infufficient to lift up the Bones, unlefs 
we could go quite through ; and hazardous, by 
going through, of wounding the Dura Mater ; 
which, if not lacerated by the prodigious Stretch, 
muit needs bear tight againft the infide. of. the 
fraGtured Bone. The Jrepan, in fo young a Child, 
was thought likewife to have its Danger; the. 
Membrane in young Children lying high, and in 
a manner continuous to the infide of the Skull. 
However, here was no room for long. delay; 
the forefaid Part fubjacent being fo wonderfully 
oppreffed by the Points of the Bones, through the 
Clefts of which we might perceive a manifeft Of- 
cillation. Yet for the prefent we could do nothing 
more, being difturbed in our Work, by a Flux of 
Vor.

There had been a Debate the day before, 
betwixt Mr. Bluudel and my felf, whether, after 


extracting one or two of the Bones, we fhould 


not leave the remainder, having rais’d them up — 


to their places, in expectation that they might 


agelutinate, or unite by intervention of a Callus; 


by which the Dura Mater would be defended from 
lying bare fo large a compafs, and our Work’ 


fhorten‘d, 
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fhorten’d, in refpe@ to the Cure, if fuch a thing 


might be accomplifhed. However, finding them _ 


all break upon their Elevation, and fearing fome 
loofe Angles might irritate the Membrane, creating 
to us more and greater difturbance, it was now 
concluded they fhould be all taken away, and very 
“happily they were fo, as appears by the fequel. 
Having removed thefe four pieces of Bones, of 
‘the exaét Shape and Dimenfion with thofe ex- 
prefs'd in the annex’d Scheme, the Dura Mater 
began to vibrate ftrongly, and raifed it felt at 
the fame inftant, to fill up the furprizing Chafm ; 
which, wiping gently with a piece of foft Sponge, 
wrung out of a little warm Claret, I prefently 
cover'd that and the bor’d Part with a fuitable 
Syndon of white Sarfenet, dip’d only in Adel Ro- 
forum, continuing my dry Lint upon the Lips, 
and, having laid the Digeftive over all, roll’d up 
his Head. © 
~ After the Work was over, he was carry to 
Bed, being refrefhed with two or three Spoon- 
fuls of his cephalic Julep. | 
From this Day our Work feemingly went on 
with a profperous Afpe&; the Cephalagye much 
abated, the Pulfe grew calm, and the Child lively; 
fo continuing for four or five Days. The Dura 
Mater, both in the place of the Perforation, as 
well as that where the Hones had been extracted, 
began to be fprinkled with little Grains of Fleth, 
only, in the midi of this latter, there appear’d 
a kind of Slough, occafion’d by the Points of 
the deprefs’d Bones, which, by grating hard, 
had rais’d the outward Membrane; to digeft and 
haften Separation of which, J drefs’d thole Parts 
with a little of the Balfam. Terebinth. added to 
the Mel Rofarum. ; 
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No fooner was this Part mundify’d, and a fort 
of granulated Flefh had cloathed the bare Mem- 
brane, but our Headach returned afreth with greater 
extremity than ever, the fymptomatic Fever and 
Reftlefinefs alfo accompanied ; fo that, on the fifth 
ot March, about five Days after the Operation, 
upon taking off the Bandage, I perceived there 
had been a much greater Difcharge than could be 
reafonably expected from the outlide Wounds; 
and removing the Dreffings, to apply a Stuph wrung 


out of the Fomentation, took notice of an offenfive 


Smell, when looking carefully upon the Membrane, 
through a {mall Papila, or Grain of the new. in- 


carned Fleth, where the Slough had thrown off, 


there ouzed out a feetid Matter from underneath. 

Believing the Cafe to be defperate, I armed a 
{mall Pledger with Linim, Arcai, dipping the fame 
in the aforefaid Mixture of Mel Rof. and Balf, 
Tereb. to apply on the Part, whence the Marter 
iffued forth. The other Parts of the Membrane 
I covered with the Sydow of Sarfenet, moiftened 
only with the Me/ Rojar. and, clapping the edges 
of the Silk under the thiver’d edge of the Cra- 


nium, that the fubjacent noble Part might not be - 


offended thereby, I dreffed as before, and rolled 
up the Head.

Stream, we drew fix Ounces of Blood. A Veft- 
catory was alfo applied to the Neck, and an emol-

anti-epileptic Powders were repeated, with the ad- 
dition of two Grains of Sal Yl, C.C. to each 
Paper: The cephalic Julep, ut antea; and, if the 
Headach did not remit by the next day, Leaches 
were concluded to be fet behind the Ears, as 
alfo to each ‘Temple.

"The Dreffings taken off, I plainly obferved 
from ‘whence the Matter had come forth, but 
could not find a Paflage for my Probe, although 
there was a {mall Drop of Matter in the Mouth 
of the papillary Excrefcens, the fuppofed Place of 
its Vent. There being no Artift by to juftify 
my Proceeding, I drefled up again as before, the 
Warden having promifed to meet me on the Sth; 
during which Interval, fo great a quantity of — 
the purulent Matter had work’d out, as to afford 
fome Relief to the Brain, fo that the Symptoms 
grew milder: He tried at this Dreffing with: his 
Probe, but could find no entrance: The Wound 
looked frefh, and the Incarning ruddy, tho’ not 
much increafed for three or four Days paft. 
However, much contrary to my own Sentiments, © 
I was again prevailed upon to drefs up, continu-— 
ing my wonted Applications, and to wait a little” 
longer, to fee what farther time might produce, — 
unlefs frefh Symptoms called for a Penetration, 
of which I was to give notice. ve 
Thus we continued the r5th, the Pain betwixt © 
whiles remitting and returning, a ftinking Gleet 
with much Matter upon our Dreffings: One day — 
we feemed to get Ground, but the next loft ir. 
The Lips again grew flaccid, and the Flefh upon — 
the Membrane \oofe and pallid ; fo that, refolving 
to wait no longer, I went again to Mr. H——, 
and told him, I fhould lofe my little Patient, if 
he would not comply with my dividing the Mem-_ 
brane: He readily offered me his Affiftance, and 
came according to his Appointment. a ee 
When we came ‘into the Chamber, the Child 
was crying very dolefully of his Head: There 
was a jxtid Smell by the Bedfide;’ from the pu- 
trid Effluvia, arifing from the pent’ up Matter: 
And tho’ we were fenfible there was far too great 
, a quan-

a quantity te proceed from the Wound; yet could 
we not, even at this Dreffing, difcover the Ori- 
fice that had let it out. The Syftole and Diaftole 
of the Membrane \ikewife -hindring us, from ap- 
prehending any Flu@uation under our Fingers : 
So that I cannot any ways blame, nor would I 
reflect by any means upon that Gentleman's Judg- 
ment, and great Caution in this Affair; hehaving 
never feen the Matter arifing out of the inearned 
Flefh, as I had done, and might think, perhaps, 
I was therein deceived. | 

~ Twas at this time extreamly unwilling to drefs 
again, ‘till I had given a freer Vent; and at- 
tempted the Search once more with my Probe, 
yet ftill without Succefs: At laft, preffing hard 
down upon one fide of the ftrongly refiliating 
Dura Mater, a {mall Drop of Matter blubber'd 
out of the aforefaid Papila, which Mr. Warden 


perceiving, immediately took out a fine Probe | 


from his Box, and, preffing gently down, got in; 
very readily giving way to make an Apertion: 
whilft his Probe, which he bore up underneath, 
was to guide my Lancet; with which Dire@ion I 
pafied the fame in, and made a Wonnd about a 
quarter of an Inch in length; when, fearching 
more narrowly with the Probe, we found (having 
not the Difcharge expected) that it was got be~ 
twixt the Duplicature of the Membrane; fo that, 
without delay, examining again, he foon got un- 
der to the Pia Mater, raifing up the Part, as be- 
fore with his Probe, I cut clofe to the fide 
thereof, “till I had made a Wound of half an 
Inch, by which we difcharged a vaft quantity of 
ftinking Pus, interfperfed with two or three {mall 
Globules of the Cortex of the Brain. 

* By this laft Incifion, we were put to a Dilem- 
‘ma, a fimall capillary Artery being divided in the 
ee a nolk 
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inmoft Coat of this Membrane. Here was no place 
for biting Stiptics, nor indeed for the common Re- 
ftringents ; fome part of which, with the utmoft 
Care, muft inevitably fall in upon the Brain, and 
there produce very bad Effects, if not the moft 
direful Symptoms: Nor was there, by any re- 


fifting Body underneath, any hope that by Com- — 


preffion we could ftay the Flux. 


The Moment of its fpirting up, Mr. H-——, 


with an armed Probe, preffed clofe upon theMouth — 


thereof, which did me double Service, by reftrain- — 


ing its bleeding and dilating the Wound, whilft 


I conveyed a Doffil tied round with Thread, 
whofe End hung out for the fecure Extra@ion, — 


a {mall quantity of which, for corre&ing the Stench 


and PutrifaGion, I had beforehand inftilled afew — 


- dipped in the above mentioned Me/ Rofarum, into’

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Drops of a Tiuét. Myrrh. drawn in White-wine. — 


Clapping this down foftly upon the tender Me-_ 


ninx, or rather upon the Braz it felf, the Pia 
Mater being here eroded, and having made up a 


fecond Doffil fomewhat tighter, and fitred to 
the Dimenfions of the Wound, ' tied likewife — 


with a Thread as the other;. whilft he- took 


away his Probe, I clapped it clofe upon the 


wounded Veffel, which being but capilary, we 


were in hopes would foon be choaked by this:

Being dreffed up, he was carried to his Bed, 


Mr. H——= acquainting the Parents, that his Cafe 


was truly doubtful, if not abfolutely defperate : 


and I my felf indeed believing, ] fhould not of- 
ten drefs him after. However confidering with — 


the great Alppecrates, that there is a rdv Beiov, in 


Morbis aliquibus, and having found that there often. 


occurs an aliquid Miraculi, in the wonderful Ef- 


_ cape of thefe little Innocenrs, I refolved to leave 


nothing 
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nothing unattempted, juftifiable by Art, for this 


little Champion’s Recovery. 
Having no more to do at prefent, we took our 


Leaves, when I had firft (for his Refrefhment) -

The next Day, after opening the Membrane, the 
Fever and Headach did again remit, our Patient 
was manifeftly relieved: And, what is a remark- 
able Inftance of the Truth of that grand phyfical 
Axiom, Natura eft fui Confervatrix, we could 
perceive the Dura Mater plainly to do the Of- 
fice of a Pump, throwing off at every Syjtole a 
large quantity of the offenfive Matter, together 
with feveral confiderable Thrombi of the gru- 
mous Blood, which had been effufed from the 
bleeding Artery, and fallen inwardly upon the 
Brain, | ith ) 

Ac this Dreffing likewife I apprehended fome 
{mall Particles of the Brain, mixed with the 
Matter and Blood aforefaid. | 

Thus we continued on the mending Hand: So 
that in few Days more our little Patient began 
to call for his Play-Fellows, and walked fturdily 
about the Chamber. ‘The Matter daily leffened, 
erew perfectly {weet and well concocted ; altho’ 
ftill fome quantity thereof (upon removal of the 
Dreffing) we could difcern to be lifted out by the 
Vibration of the Membrane, whofe proper Elater 
(as I juft now hinted) well fupplied the Place of 
the Antlia, or Sucker in the Pump or Syringe,

_ The fame Applications were ftill continued, 
Jeaving out the Zzné#. Myrr. and putting in daily 
a foft Doffil through the Wound, dipped only 
in the Mel Rofarum, upon the Pia Mater; the 
Syndous being alfo moiftened in the fame, which 
were laid upon. the upper Membrane; till fuch 
time as it was firmly incarned, and the Flefh — 
even with, the Superfice of the Cranium ;~ about — 
which time [left off the Mel Rof. unlefs a {mall 
Pledget upon the wounded Part of it; ufing no- 
thing but.dry Lint, which, however defpicable, — 
is furely.the beft of Dreffings at thefe times, by 
which and a flight, Touch of the trio Stone, I 
kept off the luxuriant Fleth (at fome times trou- — 
blefome, when improperly treated), and difpofed 
the edges of the Bones for Defquammation, which — 
in feven Weeks time was.accomplifhed : A {mall 
part only, and that upon one fide, exfoliating — 
vifibly...'. | | | 
. By the roth of May, our incarned Flefh grew 
callous, .the Pulfation underneath but little per- 
ceptible, and a found Cicatrix brought over to the 
very edge of theeApertion, which had been made 
upon ithe Dura Mater; and through which we 
had ftill a Difcharge of laudable Pus, though in- 
confiderable to what it, had’ been. ‘ 
_ We kept him all this, while.to his firft Allow- 
ance of W/ater-Gruel, Panada, Bavley-Grue, Milk, 
Pottage; his Drink chiefly A@/k boiled with Wa- 
ter;, but, growing brisk, and playing about as 
chearfully.as ever, when he had been purged two 
or three times with Mauua, he had the liberty of 
a more iree and airy Chamber; and indeed tref- _ 
pafled. fo. far as to ger down Stairs, to eaty: 
though, dparingly, freth Meat every,other Day 3 

and 
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and could not be reftrained from all his. ufual 

Exercifes and Diverfions. — thio: 
Our Bufinefs was now to contrive the keeping 

open the Wound I had made in the Dura Mater, 


which was ready to clofe upon us, though of the 


utmoft confequence to be kept therefrom, whilft 
there was any Matter to be dreined off.» 

’ Mr, B——~, being got abroad, was eafily pre- 
vailed upon to give us a Vifit, and, having in- 
{pected the Work, paffed in his Probe down to the 
Pia Mater, but, finding no flanting Sixus, only a 


dire& one to the Braiz, concluded there was no - 


dilating: for indeed, where fhould we cut, un- 


lefs upon this lower Meninx, or into the Bram — 


it felf, Our Work was all-in the dark; nor 
could we know the Source of the Matter, daily 
difcharging in fmall quantity; fo that all we 


could do, was to prevent the Coalition of the 


Wound, hoping that in time the faid Matter 
might be cleanfed off, or infinuate it felf up 
higher into the adventitious body, that was there 
formed from the Veflels and Membranes circum- 
jacent, when we might with more fafety enlarge, 
and give a freer Vent. . | | 
For keeping the Wound open, which was the 
more difficult in confideration of the Part, I pro- 
pofed alittle Cana, but he rather preferred a 
Bit of Sponge-Tent, which he thought would 
net only lie much eafier, but, imbibing the Mat- 
ter, difcharge it at the fame time. 


“With this I complied, and put in a {mall 


Piece, faftened about with a String on the upper 
part. ‘4 | 

Next day, when I came to open the Wound, 
I found the Matter, as I feared, was entirely 
pent in; nor had one Drop of it pafled either 
by the fides, or through the Pores of the [sige ee 
{ | ut 
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but, drawing the fame forth by the Thread, a | 
confiderable quantity (collected in the twenty 
four Hours paft) gufhed forth, and continued to — 
be thrown off by the Sj/tole of the Dura Mater, “till 
it had emptied the Cavity of all ir could lift up. 
The Orifice being now enlarged by the Tent, — 
I applied a {mall Pledget of Liniment on the 
outfide; having before-hand dropped in, with a — 
Feather, a Drop or two of Mel Rofar. and ob-_ 
ferved this way of Dreffing, ftill breaking afun-— 
der the uniting Fibres, with my Probe, where 
they were ready to coalefce; and, dipping its” 
end in Oil, befmeared the Lips of. the Wound, - 
by which means the Matter, which became now 
again inconfiderable, made its way without ob= 
ftacle. | 
And thus we continued to the middle of May; 
our young Gentleman growing flefhy, and.enjoy- 


_ ing a better State of Health, than he had done 


fome Years before. | | stole 
About this time, meeting my Neighbour Dr, 
Morton, and my Brother Blundel, in Confultation 
at another Place; and paffing by my Patient's 
Houfe, I invited them to walk in, where they 
faw him dreffed, and took a view of the extract- 
ed Bones. Mr. B had the Curiofity again 
to examine the Wound, and, having the Probe » 
freight down for about half an Inch, difcovered. 
a flanting Sinus, not before obferved, as very like- 
ly but lately made; when, drawing it forth to 
bend the End, he pafled the fame in again, and, 
lifting up the Extremity, we could perceive it 
near an Inch diftant from the Place it entered. - 
Having made this Difcovery, I refolved, if the 


-Difcharge continued much longer, or any Symp- 


tom returned, to cut into this Cavity : For I had 
taken notice that feveral of our late Dreffings 
? a had 
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had been remov'd by the Child’s fcratching: 
Infomuch that although the fame Bandage was 
all along continued, yet by the Difturbance from 
breeding of Lice, from Dandrif; or Humour un- 
der the Cuticle, fome one, or all thefe Caufes, there 
grew fo troublefome an Itching, that in the Night 
he had got all off: The wound, was upon clofing, 


and a dry crufty Scurf, or caked Matter had | 


choaked up the Orifice. 


The fame Day the By-ftanders had obferved a 


fore of Rigour had feized him, which went off 
in amoment. Whilft I was .dreffing him next 
Day, I perceived fomewhat of that kind, and 
asked him what he ailed? He replied, briskly 
enough, he could not tell, nor could he help it. 
The Wound was again opened by the Dige- 
fiive I had applied the Day before; and the 
fcabby Cruft caft off, with a fmall quantity of 
Matter as ufual. To prevent the'like Inconveni- 
ence of rubbing off his Dreffings, I laid over my 
Pledget a more adhefive Emplafter, clipr the Hair 
clofe, and, rolling up his Head, carefully cau- 
tioned him to keep his hands off. | 
I was very much concerned at thefe Rigours, 
and fearful left the Matter thould have got into 
the Blood, or tainted the Nerves, by infinuating 


it felf thro’ the cortical Part of the Brain; but 


did not expec the furprize fo fudden : For early 
next morning I was alarmed with the News, that 


the Child was feized with a violent Convudfion, Y 


haftened, and found him fenfelefs, very ftrongly 
twitch’d on the contrary fide: The Tendons of 
that Arm and Leg efpecially, perpetually relax- 
ing and again contracting: Upon which, till they 
thought fit to fend for a Phyfician, I. prefcribed

May the 20th, he grew comatofe, crying faintly 
now and then, his Head, and dropped afleep. —

ter: Where all that was confpicuous, (an Indi- 
cation there had been fuch) were the larger Ra- 
mifications of the fanguiferous Veffels, upon the 
Surface of their Membrane, whofe Cavities, in- 
ftead of their naturally contained Cruor, were 


implete witha tranfparent Pus; more efpecially — 


thofe upon the anterior Lobe, under the Os Frontis, 
where the Headach was at firft, as well as at the

Cutting into the cortical Part of the Brain, I 
found all free and clear, as in a found State: 
The Ventricles likewife, the Oblong Marrow, alfo 
the Cerebel were firm, and to the Eye untainted. 

Being now minded to take a view of the other 
fide, I divided the Fulx, and, (without fawing 
‘off that Part of the Cranium) with my Hand,

Having thus far fatisfy’d my own Curiofiry, I 
placed the Braiz where I found it, and fitting ro, 
the divided Skul, drew over the Scalp : which 
flitching up, and with the point of my Needle

fing, prefling them down again, that they may lie 
upon a level wich their fellows ; after which, a 
Plaifter-Comprefs rightly fhaped to the Bone, efpe- 
cially the prominent Part thereof, is to be laid on, 
with a Defenfative covering the whole Jaw, and_ 
over that a Bolfter, dip’d in Oxycrate cum Alb, 


- Ovor. and a thin Paftboard, or Paper pafted; 


fhaped to the Mandible, and foaked in the fame: 
Laftly, the Bandage or Muffler, reaching from one

thing farther, or looking out for Help; whereas 
this Fracture difcovers it felf as eafily as moft 
others: For not only the Eye, in examining or 
taking a view of the Part, may plainly perceive 
a bunching out, or Protuberance of the Bone, 
when the Neck is bared for that purpofe, with a 
finking down in the middle, or on one fide there- 
of, which will be ftill more obvious, if compar- 
ing it with its fellow on the other fide; but when — 
it is more obf{cure, and the Bone as it were 
erack’d only, a Semifraéture as we fay; yet, by 
prefiing hard upon the Part, from one extremi- 
ty to the other, you will find your Patent cry:

All which duely confidered, *tis no wonder, that 
upon many of thefe Accidents, altho’ great Care 
has been taken, thefe Bones are fometimes found 
to. ride, and a Protuberance is left behind, to 
the great Regret particularly of the Female Sex, 
whole’ Necks lie more expofed, and where no 
{mall Grace or Comlinefs, 1s ufually placed. 

In order now to the reducing of this Fratiure, 
or broken Collar bone, having fer your Patient

fant behind him, to keep fteady the Head, whilft

For the farther fecurity of this Reduction, and 
keeping‘ out the top of the Humerus, I have feen 
Ferula’s of Tin, thaped to the Figure of the Bone, 
and being firft quilted, laid over the fame ; others 
alfo of ftrong Paft-board, and fome of Wood: 
But I never found they anfwered expectation, or 
that they were continued without Uneafinefs and

the Patient makes complaint: We have likewife: 


a farther DireCtion in meagre Bodies, as he fits 
or ftands naked before us, at leaft thefe Parts 
made bare, by comparing the one exactly with 
the other; where, if the Spize or upper ridge be 
broken or beat down, we may oblerve a Subfi- 
dence, or as it were falling in of the Mufcles, 
which lie not up fo full and round as on the other 
fide: Upon the top likewife an Inequality will

Again, where the Neck of the Scapulais broke 
off (a Cafe I think not very common) the whole 
Arm muft thereby not only be difabled in its Ele- 
vation, Circumrotation, and, putting it behind; but 
upon each Motion, whilft your Affiftant thus 
moves the Limb about, if with one Hand you 
take faft hold of the top of the Scapula, or its 
Neck articulating with the Os Humeri, your other 
upon its Spine, you may be the better enabled to 
make a judgment whereabouts the Separation 
is, by perceiving the frattur'd Parts crafhing one 
againft the other. 
~ We have already acquainted you, in the geme- 
val Proguoftics of Fraétures, that thofe which are 
near to, or upon the Joints, are more mifchievous 
than thofe which are farther off; and in this par- 


ticular one, whether the fame fall upon that of - 


the Humerus entering, or the Scapulqa receiving 
the fame into its Cavity; or admit the Preceffes 
‘only are broken off, the free Motion of the Joint 
may happen afterwards to be thereby fomeways 
impeded, and ftiffened by the Intervention of Cal- 
lus, fo as to hinder the regular playing of the 
Bones, , ae Ts 
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In remedying therefore thefe Misfortunes, 
where the Spine of the Scapula is broken down or 
deprefs'd, if the outer Teguments with the Su= 
perfcapulary Mufcles, as in fome corpulent Bodies 


falls out, obftrué not, you muft endeavour, with 


your Fingers thruft underneath, to elevate the 
fame ; which having replaced, with fuitable Bol- 
ftering and Deligation, you are, as much as pof-— 
fible, to keep itup, which in lean Bodies is much: 
eafier effected. . 
The like in the broken Proceffes, and the Cervix — 


‘Scapule, where good Bolftering about the Jun@ure, 


properly adapted to keep the divided Parts to- 

gether, with convenient’ Bandage fuitably con- 
trived, and managed for their farther fecurity 

when conjoined, is all the Artift has to do; and 

truly all he can, whofe greateft Care muft be to 

enjoin Quiet, and to obviate the Symptoms hap- 
pening to arife, vx. by Bleeding; alfo dire@ing a. 
proper Regimen, particularly as to the Patient's 
Diet; and when he has done this, as becomes 

him, I fee not any Injuftice, that he fhould be 
paid for a Cure, in which, if the Work fucceed, 

Nature rather than Art had the chiefeft Hand.

Somewhat related to thefe, at leaftwife as to 
their Obfcurity in fat People, arr the frattur’d 


‘Coft2, or Ribs, which yet are accompany'd with:

viz. Fever and Inflammation, from the Pleura under- 
neath, the broken Extremities of the Bones 
pricking and offending that fenfible Membrane, 
which is much increafed by the continual Motion 
of the Diaphragm, ftreightening and again dilat-

ing the Cavity of the Thorax, in which thefe 
Parts have a confiderable fhare under their as 
conftant Exercife, whence their Confolidating is

In reducing the frattur’d Rib, where the ends 
protuberate, let him be laid in his Bed on the 
found fide, whilft the Surgeon gently prefleth 


down the ftarted Extremities; and, if there be | 


Depreffion, let the Patient at the fame time en- 
deavour, by the Management of his Breath, to 
raife up the fame: This not fucceeding, and the 
frafluy'd Angles bearing fill againft the Mem- 
brane, a Pitch-Plaifter, being apply’d upon the 
edge or border of the Depreffion, is fundenly to 
be raifed or pulled off, that, together with the 
Skin, unto which it adheres, the Rib funk down 
may alfo be lifted up. — 

For this Purpofe, a dry cupping Glafs has been 
alfo applied; but by reafon of the Afflux of Hu- 
mour thereby promoted, and the little Probability 
of elevating any great Depreffion, befides, as 
in the former Experiment, the hazard of encreaf- 


ing the Inflammation of the Pleura, I think them

The Terebellum, or Gimlet, is yet more dangerous, 
fince, by an attempt to perforate the fraéur’d Rib, 
you hazard wounding the Membrane clofe adjoin- 
ing, and if you go not through, you will fcarce 
have hold fufficient to draw up the deprefied 
‘Oofta; befides the Force ufed in boring, however 
carefully performed, is likely to fink the broken 
Bone down farther, if fet near adjoining ; much 
‘more fo, if upon it, and if too remote, it will 
‘avail nothing : So that the lait Remedy, all others 
failing, and the Pleuva continuing prick’d by the 
Splinters, is by making Incifion on the Jatercoftal

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Mufcles, between the fubjacent, or, as may belt | 
favour you, the fuperjacent Rib; and paffing in | 
your Finger, ora crooked Inftrument provided — 
for that purpofe, through the fame, you are there~ | 
with, bearing outwards, to force up and refettle 
the deprefs’d Bone; drefling up the Wound, ae 
we have fhew'd among thofe of the BréaflL 
But indeed thefe Cafes are very rare, I mean 
fuch as require this Method of proceeding : For 
generally {peaking, as we remark’d above, con- 
cerning thofe of the Omoplate, or Scapula, in cor- 
pulent People, the Defenfative, proper Bolfterzng, 
and fuitable Bandage, when with your Hand, or 
Fingers, you have done what you can to replace 
the fraitur’d Parts, perform the remainder of 
the Work: Or, in plainer Speech, Nature at 
thefe times having done the Bufinefs, the Surgeon 
is paid for the Cure: I {peak not this, as if I 
meant thefe Accidents were to be left to them- 
felves, or trufted wholly to her Workmanfhip, — 
but to intimate only, that when he has applied 
his Dreflings, in the manner aforefaid, the great 
firefs, in thefe Fraftures more particularly, lies” 
then upon the Aid of the Phyfician, who by all 
means muft be called, that by prefcribing his Oily 
Draughts, Sperma Ceti Linétus’s, with pectoral De-— 
coétions, after free and repeated Bleeding, as the: 
Cafe may require, the Cough which often hap- 
pens upon thefe Accidents, and obftructs the 
Cure, at leaft, when befalling thofe fubjeQ 
thereunto, may be moderated, and the Refpi- 
ration as well as the Expectoration, render d eafy; 
balfamic and traumatic Remedies, being likewife 
to be adminiftered, much after the fame man-- 
ner as were direGted in our difcourfle of Wounds 
penetrating this Cavity. a

The Sternon, to which the Ribs aforefaid are of she 
annex d by a Synchondrofis, or cartilaginous Medi- Sternon. 
um, being it felf of a grifly and {pringy Sub- 
ftance, is not fo liable, to be fraéfur’d, altho’ by 
Force it may be beatin; at which times the fame 
method is to be put. in pradtice, that we laid 
down for the broken and deprefled Clavicula: I 
mean, placing the Patient.on his Back, with fome 
convex Body under him betwixt the Scapulas, af- 
terwards dilating the Thorax, by fuddenly pref- 
fing with both Hands on the top of his Shoul- 
ders, which finking down, the Stevwov is at the 
fame time elevated, or raifed up ; of which fee 
Parey, lib. 14. ch. 10. But the fudden force that 
muft fink this Bone, at the fame inftant inter- 
cepting the Refpiration, fo abfolutely neceflary 
to Life, and without which we can fubfift but 
a few Minutes, is very like to deftroy the Pa- 
tient at the fame time ic is impell’d, 

*Tis true, the Strength and Firmnefs of its 
Articulation withthe Ribs is fuch, that, by gra- 
dually laying on of Weights upon a flat Board 
placed on the Thorax, asthe Body lies along in 
the fupine Pofture on the Floor or Table, it is 
capable of fupporting an immenfe Weight, and 
to live there-under for fome Hours: An Inftance 
of this we had lately experimented upon one of 
our Malefacors, refufing to plead, who being 
thus extended, fuftained by degrees 400 ib Weight 
for nearan Hour, and feeming, as it wasthoughr, 
juft ready to expire, in a low Voice defired to 
be releafed from his burthen, promifing to plead, 
which was granted him ; and the obdurate Mif- 
a a is creant, 
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creant, who had fo fong held out under this lin- 
gering Torture, and feemed on the point of ex- 
piring, begged for Refpite, tho’ in a State doubr- 
lefs enough miferable from the EffeGs of his 
Preflure ; yet chufing now in this Condition to 
{pin out a few Days longer, and then, (but in 
another Manner) to be ftrangled with a Halter.

' 'Thefe Bones, whether of the Neck, Thorax, or 
Loins, being fo’ firm’ and compaé in their Bodies, — 
are rarely fraétur’d ; or if fractur'd, by reafon of 
the Compreffion of the Pith or Marrow they con-— 
tain, and the Office thereof, the Confequence — 
muft needs be faral: But their Proceffes, efpecially 
the outward or Spinal, are liable to thefe. Acci- 
dents, which falling out, the broken Spine is, if” 
poffible, to be rais’d up into its place with the - 
Fingers; after which, a’fmall Bolfter-Comprefs, — 
that may. fupport it, muft be plac’d on each fide: - 
The like Defenfative and Bandage being requifite 
at thefe times, as we mention’d for the Clavicule 4 
and Scapule broken: But if the Procefs is fo di-— 
vided, as I once met with it, that it feparates 
from its Body, it either raifeth an Adfcefs upon:

- 'The remaining Bones of the Zrunk are the Via, 
call’d otherwife Janominata, that is the upper and 
 fide-— 
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fide-parts thereof, which form the Pelvis: The 
fore-part is term’d ‘Pubes, the inferior Ifchia, or 
Offa Coxendicis ; and indeed, I think, it is not un~ 
defervedly, that they ‘have three feveral Appel-

Thefe Bones, I fay, may happen fo be frattar’d, 


as by great Falls from on ‘high, lighting thereon

and lefs expos’d to Injury or outward Violence, 
than moft others: And requiring ‘no’ particular 
Apparatus: but, having by comparifon of the Hips 
and other parts concern’d, inform’d your felf the 
beft you can, as well as by your Hands and Fin- 
gers, examin’d the Condition thereof, and adjuft- 
ed the fever'd Parts: Time and Reft only, with 
your Defenfative, alfo Bolfters properly plac’d, 
with your Bandage up the Twift and round the 
Watte, being, I think,°all'‘that is requir'd, or 
can be done at thefe times, I {hall pafs them over, 
and come behind ; where, on each fide of the Miia, 
is placd the Os Sacrum, to whofe lower part is 
faften’d another, or rather three’ or four little 
Bones, going by the name of Coccyx, or Crupper= 
Bone, liable alfo to the like Accidents, which 
fome rather chufe to call a Diflocation, but I think 
every Divifion or Separation, altho’ of ‘a’ Carti-

The only true Disjunétion of this Bone that I yisr. 43.

flip’d, and fhe fell with great force backward, 
with her Crapper-Bone againft the Foot of a fmall 
Stool, tumbling over at the fame time, which gave 
her fuch exquifite Pain, that there immediately 
enfued a fainting Fit: Out of which recovering, 
they went to raife her up, but the could not ftand, 
without the fame again returning; fo that, cal- 
ling in more Help, fhe was carried up to her 
Chamber, and put into her Bed; where, crying 
out of her Pain, by reafon of its Situation, thro’ 
an over Modefty, fhe neglected fending for proper 
Affiftance; chufing rather to rely upon her Mid- 
wife's Counfel, who, coming to her, perfuaded her 
fhe was only bruis’d, and bath’d the Part; ‘accord- 
ing to her Judgement, with Brandy,, after laying 
on a Pultis with fome Herbs.

Thefe being all fet, and ready at their feveral 
Pofts, let ‘the Arm be rais’d¢inva ftrait Line witlhy 
the top of the Shoulder; than order that bothi 
the Extenfion andthe Counter-Extenfion be begun, 
at firft more gently, that, if the Jefler Force will) 
do, the greater may be avoided, and the Limb: 
lefs weaken’d thereby; whilft your felf} Randing 
on the outfide of the Arm, wlth yours Fingers 
clofe up in the Axél/a, and your Thumbs on each) 
fide, to-obferve the Motion of the Bone, and) 
guide it coming forwards, which, fo foon as-yow 
can get behind the Head thereof, you may facili< 
tate; and, bringing it even with the brims of 
the Scapula, kept down as-aforefaid, “ the 
ame 
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fame up to its Socket, into which it will fome- 
times very audibly fnap, or cluck. 


This Way, by the Hand and Fingers, 1s not 
only the fecureft of all others, but, if your Ex- 


tenders are rightly qualify’d for the Work, (as 
well in Strength as Capacity otherways) as likely 
to fucceed as moft others, by the fimple Eygen- 
fion, or manual Undertaking only. 

_ Mr. Wifeman, ar thefe times, orders the Elbow, 
wizh the Palm of the Hand turn’d outwards, to 
be brought fuddenly towards the Spine of the 
Back, by the one Hand, whilft, with the other in 
the Axilla, the Head of the Humerus is rais’d, 
an Affiftant keeping down the Scapula to re- 
ceive it. 7 

_ If itis thrown forwards upon the Breaft, the 
Elbow is ordered to be held down in like manner 
to the Spine, whilft the Artift with his Hands, 
forceth back the Bone into its place. 

_ How far thefe Methods may fucceed with Chil- 
‘dyen and young People, of a laxer Frame, whofe 
mufcular Fibres are more duétile, yielding, foft 
and pliable, I thall not difpute here: But in hard, 
Jabouring and ftrong Bodies, where the faid Fi- 
bres are more tenfe, and the Mufcles themfelves, 


as we fay, brawny, farther Affiftance, and great- © 


er Strength, Iam fure, are generally wanting. 
I have, ’tis true, in thefe tender Subjects, fome- 
times replac’d this Diflocation, by turning in this 
manner the Hand behind, with the Palm out~ 
ward ; which Motion naturally throws the Head 
‘of the Bone forwards, fo that, only laying my 
other Hand on the top of the Shoulder, to keep 
‘the fame from rifing, the Bone has flip’d in with- 
out more to do, or any farther trouble. | 

Another Way, when ic is thrown down far in- 
tothe Axilla, requiring ftill greater Force to dif- 
LR ais lodge, 
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lodge, is with the fame Affiftants, plac’d as in 
the firlt Apparatus; unlefs, thac the Patient be 
fet lower, if'not all upon the ground, by taking 
into your own Hands a ftrong Napkin, in the 
middle of which a {mall globular Body, asa Ball, 
(for want of which I have fometimes us’d a comé 
mon Wafh-ball) is wrapp’d up: This being plas 
ced againft the Armpit, the two ends of your

if they could be had, Profeflors of the Art, much: 


Pain and Rifque, or Hazard by thofe Inftruments, 


might often be avoided: For, as before remark’d,. 
although great force be oft requir‘d in the Exten= 
fion; yet that fingly, without Arc conjoin‘d, will: 


not avail; and you may tear the Limb ftom the 
‘Tronk; before you replace the Joint, if pa an 
in enterprifing, or going about it. 


For Inftance: If your Ballin the Axilla be not 


duly plac’d, and the Elevation of the Head of 
_ the Bone ‘prolaps‘d, as rightly tim‘d co {uit irs 
coming. even with . the brims of the Scapula, by 
taifing fooner, you only lift up the Neck of thar, 
‘Bone; and by deferring longer, or lifting out of

One thing farther I thought proper to intimate, 
ca a fome of thefe Ways of Operating, particular-, 


the firft, that the Perfons employ’d'in making 
rt Fvention fecure to themfelves a good foot- 
ing, \by which the. Work is carry’d on “with dou- 


ble the force it would be otherways: And farther,” 
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that when the Laxation is forwards, no Ball, or 
other globular Body, be thruft into the Armpit; — 
but; having made the Extenfion a ‘little oblique,

prefer the Ambi thereanto, which is the fafer, 
and, when duly manag’d, as feldom fails of fuc= 
cefs.as any; though here alfo it is poffible for an 
Accident of like nature to happen, by the too 
hafty and violent preffing down of the Arm, be= 
fore the top of the Aumerus is brought out of the.

The Skrew, with the Cratch-Head and Turniket, 
is a later invented Ziffrument, and accounted furet” 
by fome, as well.as fafer than’ the Ambi : And 
where the Boneis beat into the Armpit, is

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other Ways feem lefs likely to effe@ the Work, 
or where the latter have been atrempted in, vain, 
as in fome whofe. Mufcles are exceeding tenfe, or 
in the fqualid, tough, and, as they commonly 
name them, raw-bon’d People, the Grutch with

This is an duftrument in the form of aCrutch, 


for the convenience of carrying, made in two or 
three Joints, the Cratch-end having a Wooden- 


Ball rifing out'in the midft of its Hollow, to . 


-thruft under the Arm, like that on the Screw. be- 
-fore-meniion’d, with an Iron-Spike at the other 
Extreme,, for its fteady fixing on the Floor. 

, In the ufe of thefe two aft, contrary to the 
Ambi, where the Patient fits down on the fide 
thereof, heisnow ftanding and fupported, whilft 
the Head of the floping Crutch being plac’d in the 
Hollow of the Arm, and there kept clofe by the 
Surgeon, the Hand or Wrift is brought down by 
the fide of the fame, being firft well defended by 
foft Cloths, from galling, or being chaf’d in the 
Extenfion ; and made fecure by proper Ligature 
to the Pull; faften’d alfo below to the Floor, by

being come out far enough, raife by the Head of 
the Crutch into its former feat. 

_. Thete Luftruments are all fo common now, efpe- 
cially in London, asto need, I think, no other De- 
{eription ; butin their Management I muft again 
inculcate, that it is highly neceflary fome expere 
Proficient at this Work, or good Artift, thould 
be always plac’d at the head of the fame, with his 
Hands about the Armpit, that, as he finds occa- 
fion, he may alter its Pofition, flackening the Zur- 
aiket a little for that end, and taking the nick, as 
we fay, of time, perceiving the Apophyfis coming 
out, by fuddenly. ordering the Arm to be de- 
vsti; lao: prefs'd, 
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prefs’d, he lifts up the Bone, as aforefaid, to its 
priftine feat. | | .

There are, befides thefe now mention’d, feve= — 
ral other Ways of fetting a Shoulder out of joint, 
‘made mention of alfo by famous Authors: Such — 
as hanging the Patient, by’thelame Arm, overa 
tall Man’s Shoulders, fufpending the fame upon ~ 
a Door, or the Rounds of a Ladder, and haftily — 
withdrawing the Chair, or Form, on which’he —

''To proceed, and itis, Ithink, time, fuppofing 
the Work of Redu@ion, by one or other of the 
former Methods, finith’d, and the*Joint fec to 
tights, your Defenfative and Bandage, as for the 
frattur'd and diftorted Clavicle, are to be apply’dé: 
A fmall Ball, or other fomewhat fofter but

One Caution more I think neceflary to give. 
you, which is, that in the ufe of. Inftruments par- 
ticularly, and, indeed in the common fimple Ex- 
tenfion, you always take care, that the whole 
Arm above, as well as below the Elbow, and 
efpecially round about the Armpit, where the 
Head of the Jnftrumentis plac’d, are well defended 
by {oft Cloths, from being injur'd thereby,. to- 
gether with the Ligatures tyd round about, to 
Eatn the Limb thereto, for its being orderly ex- 
tended: And, having compleated your Work, 
lerithe fame be pinn’d up in a Scarfe or Napkin, 
obferving upon all thefe occafions a due Regimen, 
by, Bleeding and Jpare Diet, to prevent a Fever, 
Inflammation, and other Accidents. fupervening, 
where great force has-been usd in reducing the 
“Luxation. 


At the fecond Opening, fooner or later as you 
find occafion, you-are alfo to take care that the 
whole Joint, if not the whole Limb, be well em- 
brocated cum Ol, Rofar, O Lumbr, vel cum Ung. 
Sambuc. And’that if the Skin has been, by the 
‘preceding rough Ufage, any where excoriated, 
the fame be drefs’d up with Lenients, and, after 
Digeftion, cicatriz d with my Cerat. de Lapide Ca- 
dam. {pread on Cloth: like a, Plaifter, or other 
agreeable Epulotic, tho’, 1 think, nothing comes 
up to that, which may be applyd from firft to 
aft:-And altho’ you omit this circular Turn of 
your Roller, to bind down the Arm to his fide, at 
this fecond Dreffing, yet he muft have ftrict 
‘Charge given him for fome Days, that he raife it 
‘not up till the Bone is again well fettled, and that 
the Fibres have in Aes meafure regain’d their 

ae Sees ee en- 
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enfeebted Tone, or the Mulcles compos'd there= 
of, theirStrength. 

Nor furely isthe Patient at all times to be du= 
bious, that his Surgeon has not well perform’d his 
Work, or fet his Limb in order, becatife he can- 
not for fome Weeks, or perhaps Months after, 
yaife it as before’: Since where Jnftruments have 
been usd, and great Extenfion of the Mufcles 
thereby ‘occafion’ ‘d, it is not admirable, more 
particularly in. difeas’d Habits, that long time. 
fhould be requir’d for its Recovery, fo violently 
diftended, or pur upon the ‘Téxter'as it were, if 
not fome of them torn afunder. if 

~The Examples of a diftocated Humerus are fo 
very common, thar I think it needlefs to infert 
them: Yet meeting once with one of them, that 
gave me, as well as my Affiftants, more Rete or 
dinary Trouble, I will here recite it. 

H1s71.50.° An elderly Gentleman, keeping at that time@ 
Thread-Shop, by the Pump, oppofite to the end of 
Threadueedle-Street, in Bifbopfeate-Stveet, of a dry 
Habit, or a tough, mufcular Body, fitting in hrs 
Chair afleep, after a large Evening’s Draught, felt 
out of the fame, and pitch’d with the top of his 
Arm againft the Stone-Pavement in his Kitchen, 
by which, without other Violence than the ere ; 
of his Body, at this time more than commonly 
helplefs, he threw the Humerus from its Socket 
into the Axil/a: Which, notwithftanding it thus 
eafily few out, was not ‘but with great Force and 
Difficulty replac "d. 

Being call’d fingly, with’ the beft Inftruétion I 
could give his Servants, how to behave in the Ex- 
tenfion, and finding that the fi imple one by the 
Hand would not reach it, I try’d the Strap over 
my Shoulder, ftanding above him as he was plac’d 
and fupported ona low Chair, in Ridias's Pofture, 

{toop= 
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ftooping fomewhat with my Handsupon the Scapa- 
da, to keep it from rifing, I had command enough 

for the Elevation, had the Extenfion been but 

fufficient to have drawn out the Bone from the 

Axilla, to the brims of the Scapula: But, miffing 
amy aim therein, I defifted, and call’din Mr. Béz- 
tham, my Neighbour, then living in Devounfbire- 

Street, when jointly we-try:d the Napkin witha 
“Ball in the midf thereof, plac’d in the Hollow of 


the Arm, he lifting at the fame, preferring it'to 


the. Girth or Strap, whilftL.affifted at the Extenfion 
sof the Arm with two iothers: » A ftrong Man 
with his Arm round the ‘Trunk, and his Hands 
as high as conveniently they could be plac’d; to 
make the Couuter-Extenfioe, with another ftanding 
over to keep down the Shoulder-Blade: But nei- 
‘ther thus, with the’ utmoftiof our Efforts, could 
we perceive the Head of the Humerus to move 
out: Wherefore, being unwilling sto lofe this 
Opportunity, which’ we could not. have again 
for feveral Days, or till the Fluxion,: brought.on 
‘by our fruitlefs Extenfion, was taken off: And by 
which time.the Succefs might. be fill more dubi- 
‘ous, we fent to Mr. Wiliam Babington, who 
brought along with chim ‘his uever-fatling Ambi,

The manner of replacing this Diflocation, ei- 
ther inwards or outwards, is by laying the Patient 
fupine, or with his Face upwards upon a Table,

- Jong, isfix’d, which isto bear clofe up the Twift, 
or againft the Groin on the lame Side: Then

Red-Liow in Red-Crofs-Street, 4 uy 157.54 
young fprightly Fellow, being thrown from his 
Horfe, in the Fall difplaced this Bone ; finding 
himfelf unable to ftand upon his Leg, he was car- 
ry’d up tohis Chamber, and put into a Bed : af- 
ter which they fent for me, who, upon Examina- 
tion, plainly felt the Head of the Bone in the Jn- 
guen, and the Cup or Cavity of the Coxendix for- 
faken by the fame. | 
In order to its ReduGion, I call’d for the Af- 
fiftance of three ftrong Fellows, at that:timein ~ 
‘the Houfe; and, happening in this Neighbour- 
hood, I fent alfo to Mr. Richard Bateman, then 
Jiving juft by, but he being from home, hisSer-— 
yant came tome. I then ask’d for feveral ftrong 
“Towels, one of which I drew up between his 
‘Legs, clofe to°the Groin, but clear of the Te- 

‘flis, each End ot which was committed into. the 
“Hands of two of the Affiftants before-mention’d, 
‘in order to a counter Extenfion ; to two others, 
_plac’d one above, the other below the Joint of the 
Knee, two more; and, as a farther help to the 
“counter Stfetch, others were call’d in, who under 
each Arm were to draw up the Trunk, and keep 
the Body from wriggling out of the way.

After this I apply’d a large defenfative Plaifter

being Nature’s Work, only directing him to lie | 
ftill and quiet, and confining him to his Bed fora | 
Month’s time, which was not but with great dif :

fedtly eafy, eating, drinking and fleeping as well 
as before, having Youth and an excellent well cons 
Rituted Temperament, he had no notion of the ne= 
ceffity of fuch Confinement; and, unknown to_ 
me, had got up at the Fortnight’s end, of an 
Evening, drinking and playing at Cards with his - 
Companions.

DISLOCATION of the Knee. 


THe next Joint we come to is that of the Kuee, 
fram’d of the lower Appendix of the Os Femovris, 
“which hath two {mall Proceffes, with a Sinus inthe 
middle, to receive a Prominence in the Tzia below 
it, to which it is alfo faften’d by a Ligament, and 
the upper part of the faid Tibia, which has two 
fuperticial Sinus’s, made by fo many Cartilages 
fix'd on its Appendix, and excavated for the recep= 
tion of the Proceffes before-mention’d; fo that 
here alfo we have a Ginglymus, Syneurofis, and Ar= 
throdia, under the Diarthrofis, ae . 
Befides thofe, for the farther ftrengthening of 
this Articulation, juft before the Extremities of 
thefe Bones, I mean the lower of the Femur, and 
upper of the Zzbia, is plac’d the Patella, or 
Knee-Pan, which, on its infide, is receiv’d by the 
‘{mooth, cartilaginous Surface of the Appendix of 
the Os, Femoris, and thereto join'd by Syutenofis : 
_ being capp’d as it were, and faften’d down, by the 
tendinous Expanfion of the Mufcles, we took no- 
tice of jn the Fra&ures of this Bone; whofe ufe 
feems principally to fecure ‘the Joint of the Knee 
from being Juxated forward, in our defcending 
fteep Places, or going down Stairs: Yet notwith-

ftanding it fometimes happens, that both the Pa- 
tella, as well as the Joint of the Knee it felf, are

‘along, let your Extenfion be made by the Hand, 
or a Napkin faftened above, with another below 
the Joint, whilft feeing your Opportunity, with 
poth your Hands, you fink down the prominent 
Part, and refettle the fame in the Siwus it flipp’d 
out of; And if this Extenfion by. the Hand 
faffice not, the Pully is to be made ufe of ; tho 
I have never met with the occafion at thefe 
times. : 
When it is beat out backwards, you will find a

For the fame purpofe, a Girth or Strap is alfo

In the lateral Diflocations of the fame Joint, if 
the Bones are fore’d inwards, the Prominence, or 
unequal Rifing, will appear on the fame fide, and 
the unufual Vacancy onthe outward; and fo 
contrarily, if beat outwards, the Rifing’ will be 
found there alfo, and the Vacuity inwards: When 
accordingly making fuitable Extenfion, unlefs the 
Joint be very full and large indeed, and the 
Mutcles through Pain under the Power of Con- 
tradtion,: you will fometimes find it no very diffi- 
cult matter, the Proceffes' being {mall, and the Pits 
fuperficial, with your Hands compreffing on each 
fide, todire@t the ftarted Bone to its former pro= 
per Situation. 

In thele Luxations it is beft, I think, to have 
the Patient out of bed, at leaft ficting at the 
feet thereof, well fecur’d by one on each fide, in 
fuch manner that he may be ftaid, during the 
Extenfion and Flexion of the Leg; and.in the 
lateral Diflocation, you may put his Leg betwixt 
your own, as you ftand facing him, an Affiftant 
behind you, taking faft hold thereof, makes the 
lower.

Tra@ De Frattura Cranii, 
affures us, upon his, own knowledge, of fix feve- 
yal Perfons, fram whom great Portions of the 
Brain difcharg’d, yet were reftor’d, fome of them 
however not without the Lofs of one Side, or Ha- 
miphegia, enfuing thereupon; of which he calls 
upon’many eminent Phyficians for his Witnefles, 
One of them more particularly, had a Piece of 
the Inftrument lodg’d in the Brain, fora whole 
Day, of four Fingers Length, which being, as it” 
were, bury’d in the Subftance thereof, was not 
without difficulty drawn forth; a Caunula being 
introduc'd for fixty Days, to difcharge the Mat-

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with a ftrong epileptic Fit, great Rigours accom- 
-panying. Whereupon the Wound being enlare’d, 
and way made for a thin milky Matter to empty 
itfelf thereby, the Convulfion went off, and the 
Sick was retriev’d, even contrary in a manner to.

{mall end of one of the large Nails was fo bent, 
that it would have made a perfe& Circle, had 
not the tip of the fame been bent :back again; 
this End was forked, and wonderfully fharp, as 
were likewife the Ends of the Compafles: none of 
them were found polifhed, neither could I perceive 
either the Brafs or Lead any ways impaired or 
endamaged; but the Iron Pieces were extreamly 
corroded, efpecially one fide of the Knife, which 
had lain in.che Stomach about eight Months (con- 
jeGtured “by being fo long miffed) and» was eaten 
quite through in two or three. places, efpecially 
towards the Blade’s end, and three:or four of the 
Nails mightily wafted,. as if fome particular Men- 
firuum or Diffolvent had been poured upon them, 
capable only of diffolving that Metal, as4q. Regal. 
has the *Property to diflolve Gold ; Spir. Nitri, 
Silver; Wineger, Lead; leaving thofe other Me- 
tals,joined and alienated with them, untouched ; 
the Lead had been in the Stomach as Jong as the 
Knife, “and the ‘Brafs-Pin twelve Months: and 
more; it was eafy to>guefs at the time thofe 
different Pieces of Iron had been in the Stomach, 
by confidering how much one of them had: fuf-

This Obfervation, fairh our Author, is like to

feemed as well as ever, grew proud, and brought 
a Litter of Whelps: About fix Months after he 
caufed her to be hanged, and, when he had 
- opened her, found a great part of the Omentum 
lie in a heap on the Right-fide, not having re- 
covered its natural Pofture, fince it was put up 
with the Guts at the former Opening; the Edges 
of the wounded Guts were well grown.together, 
nor did he find any thing that feemed to inti- 
mate, the leaft Want or Supply in place of the 
Gecum formerly cut out...

Arno’ the Kidney is not particularly fpecify’d 
in this Aphorifm of the great Hippocrates; yet have 


its Wounds been commonly reputed fatal, on ac- 


count of its Situation, the. Blood-Veflels apper= 
taining to it, and its proper Fundtion or Office. 
WNotwithftanding all which, Fallopius declares, that 
he had known the left Kidney wounded with a 
Dagger, and the fame healed. Gemma, that fome 
Parts thereof were cut away by a Poniard thruft 
intoa Woman’s Loins. As alfo Dodonaus in Schol. 
ad cap. 22. Obferv. fuarum Medic. pat xt 7 
But the moft remarkable Inftances we have had 
of thefe Wounds, have been fuch as have been 
artfully made for the Relief of nephritic Perfons, 
or thofe affliGed with Stones in this Part. Among 
which, J think, none more fo than that Relation 
of Pavey, in Book xxiv. Chap. 19. ex Monftrelati Chro-. 
nicis, containing the Story of a Malefaor four 
Miles from Paris, condemned for Theft. ‘The 
Phyficians acquainting the King that many of the

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Citizens of Paris being miferably affliGed with, 


the Stone, more particularly one of his Nobles 
there named, this Criminal alfo, as appear d, ha- 


"ving long fuffer’d under the fame Difeafe, ‘twas

-Jarly the Seat thereof, and making experiment of

Empiema, the Cautery for ‘Tumours on the Liver, © 


the Perforation of the Cranium in the Hydrops Cere- 
bri, the Extraétion of the Stone from the Kidney, by 
Seétion, ‘and of Water inter Cutem: All which, tho’ 
many, faith he, now’ take upon them to perform, 


"yet not in the manner done by the DireCion 
" ‘ Mate the 
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the. divine: old Man, when very many. were pre- 
ferved ; whereas now they die under the fame, 
{carce one furviving ont of many, notwithfanding 
their great Pretences to know more than the An- — 
tients: The Section of the Eye in Suffufions, with 
many other moft ufeful and noble Inventions. - 

Innumerable indeed are the Inftances might be 
given of Abfceffes in.thefe Parts, through which, 


being open’d, either by Knife or Cauftic, Stones —

But.thefe, as I obferv’d but now, are very im- 
proper Guides for an Operator to attempt the 
Opening of the fame Parts, without any fuch Di- 
rection, aut natura nullo modo monftrante viam. 
I fhall conclude this Head of my Difcourfe b 
transferring hither, that memorable Relation of 
Mr. Ch. Barnard, from the Tranfaét. of the R. S. _ 
“Mr. Aobfox, faith he, who was Couful, for the 
Englifb, at Venice, having been long affliGed with 
the Stone in the Kidney, was at length attack'd 
with a-Fit of that Duration.and Violence, that 
it reduc’d him almoft to Defperation; and find- 
ing no Relief from any Means that had been 
usd, and being under the greateft Extremity of 
Pain imaginable, he addrefs’d himfelf: to Doms- 
nicus de Marchettis, a fam’d and experienc’d Phy- 
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© fician at Padua, imploring .of., him, that he 


* would-be pleas'd to cut.the Stone out..of his 
* Kidney ; being fix’d: in his Belief; that no other 
* Method remained capable of relieving him, add- 
: ing that he was not. infenfible of the Rane 
, but 
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but that Death itfelf was infinitely more eligi- 
ble, than a Life inthat Mifery, under which he 
had long, and did then groan. Marchetti feem'd 
very defirous to have declin’d it, reprefenting 
not only the extreme Hazard, but, as he fear'd, 
the Impracticablenefs of the Operation, that it 
was what he had never attempted, and that to 
proceed to it was in effect to deftroy him. 

© But Mr. Aobfon perfifting, that if he refufed 
it, he would never defift till he found out one 
that would do it. Marchetti was at length, by 
his Refolution and Importunity, prevailed upon 
to undertake ir; and having prepard him, as 
he thought convenient, he began with his Knife, 
cutting gradually upon the Region of the Kidney 
affeGed, fo long till the Blood difturbed and 


blinded his work, fo that he could not finifh it at — 


that Attempt; fo that, drefling up the Wound, 
the next Day he repeated and accomplifhed it3 
and by cutting into the Body of tke Kidney, 
and taking thence two or three {mall Stones, he 
drefs'd it-up again. : 
© From this Inftant he was freed from the Seve- 
rity of the Pain, and, in a reafonable time, was 
able to walk about his Chamber; having been in 
no danger, either from Flux of Blood, or Fe- 
ver. Marchetti continued to-drefs the Wound 
for a confiderable time, but was not able to 
clofe it up, it foon becoming fyulous, from the 
continual flowing of the Urine through the S?- 
nus : But being, in all other. refpeds, reftored 
to his former Health and Vigour, and the 
Matter difcharged being little, he took leave of 
the Profeffor, and returned to Venice, under the 
Care and Management of his Wife; who, one 
Morning as the was dreffing the Sore, fanfied 
fhefele fomething hard and rugged, as fhe wiped

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it: Upon which examining a little more care- 
fully with her Bodkin, which ferved her inftead 
ofa Probe, fhe found it to be a Stone, of the Fi- 
gure and Magnitude of a Date-Stone, which 
being removed, he never after complain’d of the 
leaft Uneafinefs in that Part. | 3 

¢ About ten Years after this, he return’d to 
London, where the learn’d Dr. Tyfon and my 
felf were, by Dr. Downes, who had known him 
formerly in Venice, invited to fee him: And, 
after we had receiv’'d this Account from him- 
felf, he gave us the SatisfaGion of viewing the 
Sore, which continued open, and permitted me 
without any Complaint (the Ca//ofity being great) 
to pafs my Probe fo far into the Sinus, that we 
concluded it reached into the Kidney; the 
Matter it then difcharg’d~awas but’ little in 
Quantity, but always diluted with, and {melt 
ftrong of Urine. ‘The Orifice would fome- 
times clofe for three or four Days together, 
and then the Matter made its way through the 
common Paflage with his Urine, yet without 
any Difficulty or Pain.

‘ The firft Light, that I can pretend to difco- 
ver the Operation, as pra@is’d in our Cafe, | 
is amongit the Arabians, Serapion, who is plac’ 
by Walfgangus Fuftus, between the Tenth and 
Eleventh Cent. though by Rez. Moreaux three 
hundred Years earlier, gives his Opinion of it 
thus, QOuidem antiquorum praciperuut, &c. (as 1 
have already noted) Who.thefe Antients were, 
that advifed it, I confefsto be beyond my Con- 
jeGure, unlefs we may be allow’d to fay, that 
he alfo had mifunderftood Azpp. as fome have 
manifeftly done fince. Betwixt 12 and 1300. 
Avicen had much the fame Opinion, both of 
the Pradtice and the Practitioners, Suut qui la- 
bovant extraheve ipfum per incifionem ilii @ per dor- 
fum, fed eff magnus timer in eo, &c. (as alfo 
above.)

But tho’,. no doubt, this be often theafe, ’ yer, 
perhaps, if we examine the Matter a little more 
nicely, we fhall find, that the fame may take an- 
other Courfe, hitherto unobferved, to produce'a — 
Bubonocele.: The Cavity in the Thigh, between the 
Mufcle Pehincus and Sartorius, where the Crural 
chit 5 Veffels 
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Ve offels defcend, ‘is very remarkable; and the Ten- 
dons of the Abdominal Mufcles lie fo loofe, that 
there is nothing but a little Fat, and fome mem- 
branous Fibres, which feparate it from the Abdo- 


men: So that. we fee how eafy it is for the Peritos 


neum to be forced down by any Preffure, through 
this Incerftice, into:the Cavity we have defcribed 5 
-efpecially fince, confidering our ere Pofture, it 


lies more in a diré@ Line, than even the Rings 


of thofe ‘Tendons.. And if ‘we:-compare «the 
Accounts of thofe. very Authors;:who think that 
a Bubouocele is always formed inthe Procefles of 
the Peritoncum, we: thall find them often se to 
this’ Place only. |

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come down through the Rizgs, it muft have gone

?Yisivery truethey do, but not in the fame 
Place; for thefe’ Rizgs in Women lie juft upon 
thé Os Pubis, and the Ligaments, as foon as ever 
they are paffed through them, are ftrongly in- 
ferred with the Tendons, into the Bone: So that, 
by the Streightnefs of the Paffage, there feems 
to be tittle room for an Herwia here; and if there 
were, the Gut muft lie juft forward on the Os 
Pubis, as indeed we find ‘fometimes it does, even 
as fay as the very Labia Pudendi. But, I believe, 
infuch Ruptures, “twill be found generally to take 
itsCourfe much more afide, towards the Os Jleum; 
and therefore Celfus exprefsly fays, that an Hernia 
in Women fit pracipue circa Ilia. | 

That the Peritonzum may be diftended in this 
Place is plain, from the Account Nuck gives us, 
of a Dropfy in this Membrane, which fpread it 
felf, he fays, and formed a Sack in the Thigh,

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Pevvacua mufculovum fpatia: And Hildanus, in 
explicating the Reafon of an Hernia Uterima, 
thinks the Extenfion of the Peritonenm happened 
circa foramina illa, circa qua bubonocele fit in mulie 


ribus.. And if we compare thefe Words, which 


are ambiguous enough, and perhaps left fo on 
purpofe, with the Defcription of the Pofture that 


is given of the Tumour, we fhall find them only 


“applicable to the Interftice we {peak of, 
How capable the Peritonaum is of a large Di- 


ftention, an Afcites alone will fufficiently convince’ 


us; and that fuch a Diftention, as there 1s gene- 


yally in the prefent Cafe, without any Rupture, 
may happen, not only at its Production in the. 


Groin or Navel, we may find fufficient Proof 
in the Writers of Surgery. 

Barbet gives us Inftances of fuch Hernia’s in 
the Back, above the Navel, below the Navel, 
Longe fupra ilia, he fays, which have been, by 
Miftake, cut for an Abfcefs. | 


Paulus indeed diftinguithes the Zuteftinal Hernia, 


as it proceeds either from a Rupture, or a Diften- 
tion of the Peritenaum ; and fays exprefsly, that 
this Operation by the Knife is not to be at- 
tempted in the latter Cafe. But whoever, with 
Attention, confiders the Anatomy of thefe Parts ; 
muft, I think, be of a quite contrary Opinion: 
For, in a Rupture of the Peritonaum, if this Ope- 
ration be performed, and the Gut once reduced, 
we may conceive how all the Parts of the Perito- 
naum, as well as the reft, may be fo healed and 
united, as not to give way to any Defcent of the 
Gut for the future: Buc in the Cafe of Diften- 
tion, if afrer the Operation the Perztonaum re- 
mains diftended, as it muft, how is the Return 
of the Herma prevented ? 
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. "To form a right Notion of fuch aDiftention, on 
ought to fee the curious Preparations of thar dili- 
gent and accurate Anatomift, Dr. Douglas, who is 
the firft that has given us any true Idea of the Peré- 
tonznum, 2 Part which is fo much concerned, and: 
whofe Structure fhould be fo much confidered, not 
only in this Operation, but in the Argh way of cut= 
ting, for the Stone. He too is the firft who has . 
plainly fhewn, that the Elongation of the external 
Lamella of the Peritonaum does not form the Vagi- 
nal Coat, of the. Tefticles, as Authors fay, but 4 
Coat peculiar to the Seminal Veffels, which he — 
very, properly calls, Tunica vaforum Jpermaticorum 
propria : And he afterwards obferved, in reading © 


_ Paulus, that this Coat was known to, and de~ 


{cribed by him, by the Name of éamoedic, from the * 
many Contortions there are in thofe Veffels which 
it covers. Comarius and the reft of the Expofi- 
tors, not having any notion of fuch a Coat, cor= 
rect this Word, and would have it read épubesduis, 
and fo confound it with the Vaginalis. 
From hence he proceeds, Tenthly, from the 

fame Author, Paulus, to acquaint us with the 
tranfverfe Section of the Arteries, efpecially be-= 
hind the Ears; and afterwards cauterifing of 
the fame, for Defluxions and other Difeafes of 
the Head: Which was the only Arteriotomy of the 
Antients different from the Lancet, as ufed in 

Venafettion, though rarely, by the Moderns. 
And this, Eleventhly, ufhers in his Difcourfe 
of the Aueurifma, which the DoGor will have only 
from a Rupture in both Coats of the Veflel, or 
a Puuciure of the fame externally: Finding faule’ 
with the Divifion thereof, into genmine and fou- 
vious, and allowing of no other,. than what a- 
rifeth irom Axaffomofis, and that which follows 
: upor 
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upon.a Rupture; as.aforefaid: ‘Che former being 
‘more oblong, and ;lying deeper, and, upon the 
‘Impreffion. of ,the Finger, making, a fort of 
Noife; whilft the other are generally more {uper- 

cial, and lie rounder, witaout any ra Noife.at-

_. But I have faid enough, when {peaking upon 
this SubjeG,.. to. fupercede. any thing farther 
thereon ; where I diftinguifhed the fame Difeafe, 
as from Dilatation of the Coats of the Artery 
without a Rupture, or from a Breach in the fame, 
by which the Blood is effufed round about: And 
here I muft readily concur with this learned Man, 
that neither Venal nor Arterial Blood, fo far as 
regards the grumous Part, orsCraffamentum, di- 
vefted of the ferous Vehicle, ‘being extravafate, 
will turn to Pus. 

Twelfthly, He defcribes the Larygnotomy, called 
otherwife Bronchotomy; the Method of which is 
here laid down, and the Practice juftified by 
fome modern Examples; among which a Refe- 
rence is made to one we have recited at large, 
among the Wounds of the Afpera Arteria, from 
the Philofophical Tranfaétions. 

Thirteenth, Another Operation, never before 
defcribed, is the manner of taking off*the over- 
grown Breafts of Men; Cafes however fo feldom 
happening among us, fo as to ftand in need
